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A NATIONAL BODY FOR STUDENTS 


T is welcome news that, as a result of a conference held at Brentwood School, 
Essex, last week, a British Architectural Students’ Association, intended to 
be representative of all architectural students in the British Isles, has now been 
formed. It has been evident for some time that, as BASA’s statement, repro- 
duced on page 816, makes clear, architectural students have felt the need for a 
single body of this kind to correlate their activities and to make known their 
views and needs to the profession as a whole, and it is to be hoped that the new 
association will be successful in achieving this aim. 

The enthusiasm of the three dozen student delegates at the conference who had 
come from Schools as far apart as Aberdeen and Plymouth and Liverpool and 
Southend was obvious, but the lesson has been learned that enthusiasm on the 
part of a comparative few is not enough to maintain a viable Association on 
a national level; students have a habit of qualifying, and those left to carry on 
get bogged down in routine administration. For this reason the new body 
wisely proposes to appoint a permanent, salaried secretary to give BASA con- 
tinuity and to attend to the mass of detail that an organisation with a potential 
membership of several thousand necessarily engenders. It is here, however, 
that the new Association is up against its most serious immediate problem, 
that of finance, and the newly appointed officers are hoping that established 
members of the profession will be able to help them by becoming Associate 
Members and that the industry will rally to their support with offers of assistance. 


TRANSMISSION LINES AND THE LANDSCAPE 


LECTRICAL pylons, supply poles and transmission lines run concrete 
i lighting standards very close for first place in the public disapproval 
stakes. They can, and alas! often do, have a deplorable effect on the land- 
scape. Many would like to see the services placed underground, and they 
probably would be if the cost were not prohibitive. Mere obstinate objection 
to these things is unrealistic; we have got to accept modern engineering works 
in the landscape just as the railways were accepted long ago. The important 
thing is to see that they do as little injury as possible to ‘the still unspoilt areas 
of natural beauty that survive in this heavily overbuilt island. 


As Mr. Brian Hackett showed in his recent lecture to the Institute of Land- 
scape Architects (some extracts from it are given on page 823), much can be 
done to minimise their effect by proper siting—by following wherever possible 
the natural and man-made pattern of the landscape and by tree-planting where 
necessary. The obvious need is for the closest possible collaboration between 
the Ministry of Power, the local planning authority and the landowner acting 
on the best advice of the landscape architect. 


Almost simultaneously with the reading of Mr. Hackett’s paper comes a 
Circular (No. 28/58) from the MoHLG on the Electricity Act, 1957, and 
proposals for new generating stations and overhead lines, offering, among 
other matters, advice on formal and informal consultations and suggestions for 
eliminating unnecessary delays and duplications while giving full opportunities 
for the consideration of views expressed by both public and private interests. 
The Minister believes that informal consultation at the earliest possible stage 
is of the g greatest help in enabling the subsequent procedure to operate smoothly. 
Nothing is said in this Circular about the need to conserve the beauty of the 
landscape. Perhaps it was not to be expected. We have all the professional 
expertise needed to cope with this increasingly serious problem; what is some- 
times lacking is the whole-hearted co-operation of all concerned to see that 
well-thought-out recommendations are carried through. Mr.

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Notes of the Week: 


Too Early Closing Time ! 


HE Central Office of Information, as 

sponsors of the UK Government 
Pavilion at the Brussels Exhibition, must 
be preening themselves. Within the first 
eleven days, over 110,000 visitors have 
passed through the Pavilion—a remark- 
able start seeing that the Exhibition is 
not yet in full stride. .Analysis made by 
the Central Office indicates that to date 
11 per cent. of the total of visitors to the 
Exhibition have visited the British 
Pavilion. 

This success, which must be gratifying 
to the COI and the architects and designer 
alike, raises one serious question—that of 
closing time. The UK Pavilion, like most 
of the other national displays, with the 
exception of Germany, Russia and the 
USA, closes to the public at 6 p.m. each 
night. That this should continue to be is 
manifestly absurd. The purpose of an 
exhibition pavilion is to be seen by 
visitors and that the exhibition _ itself 
should be open as it is till midnight but 
the majority of the pavilions closed can 
only be an irritant to visiting thousands. 

Extra staffing will undoubtedly cost 
more money, but it is a curious economy 
which puts up a pavilion acknowledged 
to be one of the most interesting in the 
whole exhibition and then makes it 
impossible for thousands to see it. The 
UK pavilion should be open each night 
until 9 p.m. at least. 


Exhibition at British Museum 


For architects and others who profess 
to be office-bound by their jobs, and 
envious of opportunities to get about in 
the course of one’s own, here is one on 
the doorstep of those not yet emigrated 
from Bloomsbury—or who visit the AA, 
writes Basil Marriott. Under the title 
‘Eight Centuries of Landscape and 
Natural History in European Water- 
colour,’ the British Museum has mounted 
another of its refreshing periodic displays. 

The title may need what the films call 
a double-take: when one realises that it 
looks back to the middle ages and that 
the medium embraces both water-colour 
‘proper’ (or translucent) and Gouache 
or body-colour (opaque) as used in illumi- 
nated manuscripts, though they were 
sometimes combined there, the immense 
scope of the strictly factual title is seen. 

Here, to begin with, are the Herbals 
and Bestiaries — alive, alive oh! one is 
moved to add, since the ‘ proper ’ formula 


was generally used in quite represen- 
tational secular treatises on natural 
history, from which Paris’s study of 


Henry III's Elephant is an engaging 
example. The charming Italian fifteenth- 
century Cherry Picking is another. It is 
however, the more flexible development 
that served subsequent masterpieces, 
starting from landscapes of the early 
fourteenth-century, like the Merlin Build- 
ing, Stonehenge, which, contrasted with 
Constable’s representation of the same 
subject, is currently topical. 

I cannot do more here than indicate 
the range and importance of _ the 
exhibition, including as it does the work 
of Diirer, Huber, Rubens, Vandyck, Jan 


Brueghel, Hollar, Bewick, Delacroix, 
Landseer, Sandby, Gainsborough, Frago- 
nard, Rowlandson, Cozens, Cotman, 
Bonnington, Shotter Boys, Guardi, 
Ruskin and Constable — to take a ran- 
dom selection ignoring chronology. But 
apart from the pleasure afforded, it is an 
impressive reminder of the Museum’s 
‘stock-room’ riches of which, of 
necessity, a tithe only is normally on 
display. 


Two-tier Shopping 


IN THE building industry, as in all other 
industries, experimentation is necessary if 
we are to progress at all. Sometimes these 
experiments are successful and as a result 
time or money is saved or a new way of 
doing things more efficiently comes into 
being. Often, however, something which 
looks good on paper fails in practice. 

One experiment, begun two years ago 
in Coventry, appears to have turned out 
a comparative failure, although the idea 
seemed on the face of things to be a 
sound one. This was a bold venture by 
the planning authorities who incorporated 
two-tier shopping in the new city centre 
pedestrian precinct. This was a broad 
pavement area barred to vehicular traffic 
and flanked with two streets of shops on 
either side. Those on the upper level are 
accessible only by flights of stairs at the 
end of the terraces. 

It has been found that shoppers, unable 
to appreciate the wisdom of the planners, 
have shunned the shops on the higher 
level to a considerable degree. The 
reasons for this are apparent. Old people 
and mothers of young children with 
prams and push-chairs are virtually 
unable to navigate the many steps to the 
top tier. Consequently, the lower shops 
are well patronised and the top ones 
hardly at all. Secondly, too many of the 
upper premises (12 out of 18) have been 
let to firms who occupy the ground floors, 
also customers use the stairs inside the 
shops and seldom reach the upper floor 
exits.

A PARTIAL SOLUTION to this problem, 
which is already being considered, would 
be to ensure that as the upper premises 
fall vacant they are let to separate tenants. 
Also it would be more beneficial if a 
wide variety of trades were introduced. A 
gently sloping ramp would have aided old 
people to walk to the upper level and 
mothers to wheel their prams up, elim- 
inating the necessity of having to climb 
the 25 or so steps. 

No doubt the authorities concerned 
will take these factors into consideration 
in any future schemes for two-tier shop- 
ping centres.

regret that in the struggle for national 
supremacy, expression of humour finds 
so small a place. Perhaps humour and the 
scientific age which is mirrored at so 
many points in the show do not run well 
in- double harness. So one gratefully 
grasps at the small touches of levity such 
as the small sculptured figure in the grounds 
of the Dutch pavilion, the whimsy (sur- 
prisingly better appreciated by the foreigner 
than by British visitors) of the Royal 
College of Art contribution to the UK 
government building, and the Thailand 
pavilion which, deliberately left empty 
and unattended, is seen as the complete 
negation of nationalist fervour. Para- 
doxically, it scores a great success. 

Facts and figures of the extent of the 
exhibition and its site can only weary. 
They are astronomical—almost as much 
so as the cost of staying in Brussels. It 
should be said for the 
benefit of those who 
like to collect statistics 
that around a network 
of 16 miles within the 
Royal Park of Stuy- 
venberg, 43 countries 
have erected national 
pavilions, and ten or- 
ganisations of an inter- 
national character are 
also taking part. These 
alone occupy 125 acres; 
the Belgian — section 
takes a further 165 
acres ; and after that 
allowance must be 
made for several hun- 
dred additional indus- 
trial and trade pav- 
ilions. When the Fair 
authorities informed me 
that in all there are 
upwards of seven mil- 
lion cubic yards of 
building, I saw no rea- 
son to disbelieve them. 


The experts say that 
it is not possible to see 
the whole show on foot 
in under a week ; they 
may be right and many 
visitors are going to 
gain great pleasure from 
discovering nooks and 
pockets that others have 
missed. But a good deal 
can be seen in three 
days or even less if 
one is selective and first 
makes a general tour 
by crocodile-bus or by 
one of the ski-lifts

From there on the Exhibition is open 
for your delight. Making the most of 
changing levels and natural features such 
as trees and water, the planners have 
assisted the visitor by grouping the various 
classes of building together. Thus, the 
national pavilions are to the south, the 
official and technical pavilions to the 
north, the trade exhibits to the north- 
east and the Congolese and Folklore 
sections to the west. 


A Grandstand View 


It is simple enough—having got rid of 
a crick in the neck induced by inspecting 
the Atomium at close quarters (an en- 
gineer’s conception with little to redeem 
it other than its sheer technical brilliance)- 
to find the way on to the wide footbridge 
that straddles across 1,500 ft. of the 
Foreign section. From this footbridge 
a grandstand view is had of the three 
bulkiest pavilions in the area. Easily the 
most eye-taking is the French contribv- 
tion which appears to have been designed 
with the object to avoid using any vertical 
member or straight line. Still far from 
ready it is sheer drama, though a fair 
comment might be that the right medium 
for this kind of structural lark is no 
steel, but reinforced or prestressed con- 
crete. So far the interior has been shrouded 
in as much secrecy as the name of the nex! 
winner of the Tour de France, but it s 
expected that this will be the dark horse 0! 
the show.

that the pavilion has cost to most excellent 
effect. 

Close examination of the large exhibition 
buildings helps in making appraisal of the 
United Kingdom contributions. The huge 
scale of the French, Russian and American 
pavilions helps one to understand how 
right were the co-ordinating architects for 
the British pavilions not to attempt, on 
their shoestring budget, to enter a competi- 
tion in size. They chose instead to enter 
the race relying on a single theme that 
should be comprehensible to minds some- 
what battered by megalomania and for 
that reason the more receptive to the 
simple message put out. The theme was 
the contribution made by the countries 
of the United Kingdom to the arts of 
government, education and law in the 
past, and the no less notable benefits that 
her inventors and scientists are continuing 
to give to the world. 

A British Triumph 

This theme has been brilliantly worked 
out by Howard Lobb and his partner, 
John Ratcliff, in conjunction with James 
Gardner, the exhibition designer. The 
architects have provided buildings and 
settings for the display which fit the worked- 
out theme as a jewel casket encloses its 
contents. The layout of the UK Govern- 
ment pavilion and its relationship with the 
Industrial pavilion, taking in other light-

hearted features on the way, is illustrated 
elsewhere. The whole scheme has bene- 
fited by having had Messrs. Lobb and 
Ratcliff as co-ordinating architects. 

Of the Crvstalline Hall of Tradition 
there has been a refreshingly warm recep- 
tion, the more welcome to those responsible 
in view of critical comment made earlier 
on by some newspapers which sought 
to use the pavilion to beat the Govern- 
ment for parsimony. In the event many 
who came to decry remained to cheer and 
applaud ingenuity and taste which is 
something sui generis. ‘Watch them take 
their hats off when they come in’ as one 
journalist said. And why not, indeed ? 
We were in the presence of history, past 
and in the making as well. 

The lighting from glass prisms, over 900 
of them in each triangular unit of the

Crystalline Hall, is most effective in bright 
weather, though on a sunless day care will 
have to be taken that the midnight-blue 
colour, which is general for background, 
does not become over-emphatic. 

Externally, clever use of light and dark 
paints on the faces of the triangular 
members of the three crystal-shaped spires 
brings the design up in a way which 
surprises and delights. Both by day and 
by night, when the building takes on the 
quality of a jewelled box, the pavilion, 
while retaining the human scale which 
some of the big displays have completely 
missed, has charm as well as rare distinc- 
tion. And always is the reminder, in the 
form of water and boats, that Britain is a 
maritime nation. 

‘Casson’s Court’ 

The Hall of Achievement, a lower 
structure altogether, is successfully man- 
aged inside and out, and the visitor— 
after gaining a synoptical view of British 
scientific and intellectual achievements in 
the cause of progress—comes out by 
way of the be-flagged Commonwealth 
Court (the 42 flagposts here as seen from 
the roadway are too low for the job) 
to English humour on parade, as mar- 
shalled by the Royal College of Art under 
Sir Hugh Casson’s direction. Whether 
the British visitor will like this whimsy 
is an open question, but Casson evidently 
has his finger on the Continentals’ blood- 
pressure for there have been many cries 
of joy, which only go to show! Edward 
Mills’ distinguished glass exhibition box 
for the Industrial pavilion is marred only 
by the coarse and seemingly unnecessary 
tubular steel openwork canopy which 
links this pavilion to the forecourt of his 
excellent Britannia Inn. Smaller un- 
satisfactory points are the character and 
spacing of the letters ‘BRITISH INDUS- 
TRY’ on the entrance front. And why 
not take this sign off-centre to the right-

The Britannia Inn 


The Britannia Inn, for which Mr. Mills 
also is responsible, is a success. Both in 
its external design (which smacks of the 
clubhouse of a yacht club, the flavour 
being given by the long, clean lines of the 
structure, by the access stairways and by a 
plenitude of pennants and bunting) and 
in its internal decor, an atmosphere of 
blue water is well achieved. The surround 
is generously terraced, and will obviously 
become one of the more popular haunts 
in the whole exhibition as the summer 
comes on. More’s the pity that the inn 
sign is such an insignificant example of a 
great branch of British applied art. 
Shades of E. M. Dinkel ! 


The small kiosks on the east side of the 
Industry pavilion are not very successful 
either, and it is a matter for regret that 
revenue should, seemingly necessarily, have 
had to be sought from selling postcards 
and icecream. Fortunately, the con- 
nection of these kiosks with the Industry 
pavilion is not obvious. 


Other Exhibits 


To the many other pavilions and struc- 
tures reference can only be brief. The 
West German exhibit is a series of elegant 
and simple buildings linked, where there 
is change of level, by elevated walkways. 
Near by three South American pavilions 
have charm, though the Brazilian somehow 
misses the excitement we associate with 
that country’s current architecture. The 
Yugoslavian exhibit is one of the most 
successful of the smaller pavilions; it is 
quite perfect in scale and in detailing. 
Switzerland’s effort is disappointing, 
though its flags go far to save it. Spain’s 
idea of a series of hexagonal boxes with 
mushroom roofs somehow just fails to 
come off as an architectural group, but this 
cannot be said of the Dutch Pavilion 
where Baks and Bakema have created a 
most interesting series of structures, linked 
ingeniously and logically, and making 
great use of visual demonstrations of the 
means Holland employs to keep at bay 
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her eternal enemy, the sea. The timber 
pavilions of the Finnish exhibit is unex- 
pectedly dull, though it is unfortunate in 
its site. The Belgian Congo hall, as long as 
the Russians’ though not so wide, is 
cl ché-ridden and makes little contribution 
tc exhibition design, though some of the 
o her official Belgian buildings—notably 
tle Transport and Aeronautics pavilion— 
ae excellent. The Belgian Civil Engineer- 
g building, with a 250-ft. long reinforced 
ncrete fléche from which a walkway is 
si spended to enable visitors to see a huge 
laadscaped map of Belgium below, is 
ain in the true spirit of exhibition design. 
Among the industrial contributions are 
veral of high quality; though none more 
eresting than Corbusier’s paraboloid 
‘air for Philips. This is so good that one 
uld wish it were better, and that a more 
shitectonic shape had resulted. As it is, 
it is just the thing for an Australian opera 
house.

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Lrhibition Furniture and Services 

Something has been said already about 
the transport available within the Fair. 
Generally speaking the Fair furniture 
is not remarkable for its style. The 
standard signposts are frankly vulgar, 
and mar any building in the vicinity ; 
the public lavatories though widely finger- 
posted appear to be non-existent, all of 
which is good for the Britannia and Fox 
and Hounds Inns which are well-equipped 
in this direction. The boxes housing the 
broadcast relay systems are inoffensive 
but not distinguished. The lamp-posts 
which light the secondary roads and paths 
are delightful. Landscaping is good, and 
flowers and lawns abound. 

One big omission is the provision of 
public seating in the form of benches and 
chairs. The scale of Brussels is so great 
that one would require to have the stamina 
of Chataway or Bannister to keep going 
without the occasional rest. On Press 
day no seats were to be seen, and one 
must hope that the Fair authorities by 
now have rectified this serious omission. 

A visit to Brussels is, in fact, a * must,’ 
provided always that accommodation is 
available and that you can pay for it when 
obtained. Hotels in the city are for the 
most part exorbitant, and there is some- 
thing to be said for staying well away, say 
at Ostend, and coming in each day. But 
it should be remembered that the City of 
Brussels has spent many millions on road- 
works and in contributions to the cost of 
the exposition, and naturally expects to 
get something back. That must be their 
excuse. But Brussels World Fair, 1958 
needs no apology. It is magnificent!

Theme: Architects. and exhibition designer 
have set out to make buildings and exhibits tell 
an integrated story—the story of British traditional 
institutions and the part they have played in 
bringing law, education and order to the world ; 
of the notable contributions to science, the arts 
and humanity that the British race have made, 
and continue to make ; of the great Common- 
wealth of nations moving towards self-government 
which are ranged under its leadership. This story 
is expressed in a connected display which runs 
through the Crystalline Hall into the Hall o 
Achievement, and from there through the Com- 
monwealth Court and the Courts of the Humani- 
ties and the Arts, these last open-air courts being 
flanked with an artificial lake which, with its 
sailing craft, is a perpetual reminder that Britain 
is a maritime nation. 

Construction: The external shape of the 
Crystalline Hall is three spires with a crystal- 
shaped motif. Each is 70 ft. in height and is 
built up of eight flat triangular units of stressed- 
skin plywood. Made on the principle of an 
aeroplane wing, these panels are only 64 in. 
thick ; they are self-supporting, being bolted 
together in pairs. The hall so formed is 111 ft. 
long and 37 ft. wide. On the side facing the road 
the panels have each over 900 small coloured glass 
“eyelets” inserted between the timber spacers. 
Four shades of colour cleverly emphasise light 
and shadow on the spires. The hall glows inter- 
ally with a jewel-like subdued light. Walls are 
painted midnight-blue ; exhibits are  spot- 
lighted ; and the intention is achieved to create 
a rich and evocative setting for the display of a 
great living tradition. 

The Hall of Achievement, at right angles to 
the Crystalline Hall, is 182 ft. long by 82 ft. wide and 
about 12 ft. high. There are no internal columns, 
the wide-spanning roof consisting of a space- 
frame in light steel tubing with a suspended 
ceiling of fire-resisting asbestos board. Roof 


decking is of slabs of reeds, treated with a fire- 
retardant, which act as insulation and carry the 
outer surface of bituminous sheeting and green 
spar. The walls are cavity blocks, covered outside

The Commonwealth Court: After leaving the 
Hall of Achievement, the visitor enters the 
Commonwealth Court. Square in plan and 
enclosed by walls pierced with openings, the 
court contains 42 stainless steel masts “on each 
of which flies the flag of a different Dominion or 
Colony. Each flag is spot-lit at night. 

Courts of the Humanities and Arts: Irregular 
in shape, these courts are grouped round existing 
trees which do much for the site. The displays have 
been planned and designed by a group of archi- 
tects and artists from the Royal College of Art, 
led by Sir Hugh Casson. They are diversified 
with a variety of pavings, steps and low-planting 
and with screen walls, murals and showcases. 
There are two ornamental fountains. 

The Lake: Along one side of both court- 
yards is an irregularly shaped small lake. From 
the Court of the Arts is entered a timbered rest 
area furnished with seats from which a view can 
be had of the lake and of several craft which 
ride on its surface. The construction is interesting; 
the walls are of brickwork and the floor hard 
sand. The lining is of blue plastic sheeting welded 
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at seams and watertight. THE BRITANNIA INN, designed by Edward MILLS, FRIBA. A successful attempt to

Lighting : Internally the theme depends largely 
for its effect on lighting which is an integral part 
of the whole scheme. High up in the apex of 
each spire of the Crystalline Hall are clusters of 
tiny lights, the main illumination being at low 
level and brilliant. In the Hall of Achievement 
overhead lights outline the gangways, and ex- 
hibits are strongly spot-lit. At night, the exterior 
takes on a new beauty from floodlighting in which 
there are three principal elements: first, the 
underside of the entrance canopy is lit by a pat- 
tern of Tudor roses and from the carved Perspex 
royal coat-of-arms ; second, the ribs of the 
vertical panels contain thousands of tiny lamps 
so that the panels sparkle with light which changes 7) — 
in tint as the visitor walks by.

Organisation of Building : One of the condi- 
tions governing the design has been that the 
building must be demountable. Cost of erection 
also influenced matters, complex scaffolding, 
formwork and heavy cranes being avoided. At 
the same time the structures had to withstand the 
severe Belgian winter. Careful design and 
programming carried the scheme through with- 
Out serious hitch, and the Pavilion, as indeed 
the Industries Pavilion also, was one of the com- 
paratively few pavilions in the Exhibition ready 
on the appointed day. 


British Industries Pavilion 


This pavilion consists of three main elements— 
the main hall nearly 300 ft. long and over 100 ft. 
wide and 35 ft. high; the *‘ south end ’ which houses 
a small self-service shop, small cinema, and 
exhibitors’ club and bar ; and a promenade on 
the east side with kiosk shops. The main hall, 
covering 60,000 sq. ft. of floor area, is supported 
on six columns which mushroom out and take the 
whole weight of the roof, producing an unusual 
and elegant design. External walls are completely 
glazed with clear glass apart from an area at the 
south end clad with a vitroslab mural, designed 
by Cecil Stephenson. The glazing is framed in 
timber, glue-laminated, stiffened by light-steel 
lattice wind braces. The external walls were 
entirely prefabricated in England by the Rain- 
ham Timber Co. The landscape consultant was 
Mr. G. P. Youngman, MA, FILA, and the Clerk 
of Works Mr. M. J. Verstappen, who acted for 
both pavilions.

SOME PAVILIONS at the Brussels International Exhibition 
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CORRESPONDENCE 
Architects and ‘ Spec’ Housing 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR, — ‘Realist’ (in your last issue) 

offers two methods for improving the 
design of ‘spec’ housing. First, he sug- 
gests local authority planning refusal for 
any builders’ or estate development 
agencies’ designs and layouts which do 
not accord with professional standards. 
Here, I suggest, that to achieve this 
admirable solution we must first press for 
a change in the membership of local 
authority planning committees to include 
a more representative opinion by archi- 
tects, sociologists and planners. 

‘ Realist’s’’ second suggestion is ‘ the issue 
of free designs and advice to “spec” 
builders by the State.” I would go further 
than that and suggest that the Ministries of 
Housing and Local Government and Works 
produce a co-ordinated study of building 
operations research on housing, to be issued 
free to all private enterprise house builders 
in the form of house design and layout 
sheets, with the addition of working draw- 
ings if desired, at a nominal charge. The 
designs could be related to a series of con- 
tinually improved bulletins explaining the 
advantages in low cost and design of such 
things as cross wall construction, dry 
partitioning, modular brickwork and panel 
construction, the economic use of timber 
and other traditional materials, and the 
correct use of new and experimental hous- 
ing materials. 

The Post-War Building Studies on House 
Construction, dated 1944, need bringing up 
to date, whilst the supplements to the 1949 
Housing Manual sadly need revision to 
show the advantages of simple structural 
design, flexible arrangement of rooms and 
services to allow for family growth and 
improvements in domestic equipment, and 
lastly, to create an awareness that the 
appearance of the house and its setting are 
a public responsibility and social necessity. 

The builder who sells * architect-designed ” 
houses knows that design does pay; his 
estimation of public taste is not so ill- 
founded as the majority of ‘Spec’ builders’,

Payments to Sub-contractors 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR.—It is evident to me when discus- 
sing various matters with sub-con- 
tractors that a feeling exists which indi- 
cates that architects are often quite lax 
in one very important matter—the pay- 
ment of sub-contractors. 


It seems fairly general amongst my 
architect colleagues that while they 
appreciate fully the benefits of sub-con- 
tractors’ services in helping to achieve a 
successful contract, they do not always 
appreciate the service which the sub-con- 
tractor is entitled to from the architect. 


This failure to appreciate the matter 
of payments to sub-contractors, I find 
difficult to understand. 

Two matters that I feel deserve special 
attention in respect to the service which 
sub-contractors are entitled to expect from 
the architect are: 

1. Considerations concerning 
release of retention money. 

2. Notifying sub-contractors of the 
financial position concerning payments 
on account made on their behalf. 
Concerning item 1, it quite often happens 

that when a long term contract is being 
dealt with some sub-contractors complete 
their work some time before the main con- 
tract has ended. Under such circumstances 
it is right and proper for the architect to 
consider either reducing the retention con- 
siderably, or in certain circumstances to 
finalise the particular firm’s final account. 

It is, of course, the architect who must be 
both judge and jury in respect to the release 
of premature retention, but with the short- 
age of money today it is my opinion that 
steps should be taken to eliminate as much 
embarrassment as possible over this matter. 

I would add that it is for the sub-con- 
tractors to make the first approach, which 
I know many fail to do. 

Referring to item 2, a situation has been 
created on account of the Cheque Act, 1957, 
whereby quantity surveyors are finding 
difficulty in ascertaining whether or not 
financial liabilities to sub-contractors have 
been discharged by the main contractor 
owing to receipts not being available. 

There is a simple way of overcoming 
this and automatically reducing the quantity 
surveyor’s task of ascertaining if liabilities 
have been discharged. I have been sur- 
prised to learn on many occasions how lax 
some architect colleagues are in not notify- 
ing sub-contractors that payments on 
account have been made on their behalf, 
including the amount, and due to the neglect 
of this simple service untold trouble can 
arise. 

The policy that | employ in my office is 
to send a formal standard notice to all sub- 
contractors concerned in any certification 
on account. This has simplified my own 
task of notifying sub-contractors, and 
assists greatly the quantity surveyor’s job 
and is a great help to the sub-contractors. 

One final word to sub-contractors: if you 
are experiencing the methods outlined above 
which keep you informed of the financial 
position, you should co-operate to the full 
in carrying out the instructions, which will 
not only show appreciation for a service 
which is given to you by the architect, but 
you will also assist yourselves by ensuring 


the 
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that no delays or misunderstandings occur 
to prejudice your chance of receiving 
prompt payments. 

To architects I would suggest that to 
adopt the system outlined abov: 
would greatly assist in reducing the number 
of queries and correspondence which may 
arise over this particular matter; personally 
I feel it is insufficient to rely upon quantity 
surveyors notifying sub-contractors, as it ‘s 
the architect’s responsibility to deal wit 
the general administration of any contrac.

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The Timber House Competition 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR, — The designs so far published of 
the winning entries in the British 
Columbia Lumber Manufacturers’ 
Association’s competition do not appear 
to exploit the possibilities of timber as a 
structural material. Properly, timber 
building means the use of wooden mem- 
bers for skeleton framing known histori- 
cally as half-timber and in the modern 
phrase as post-and-beam construction. 
In the historical period of half-timbered 
structural framing in Europe (including 
Great Britain), oak was the invariable 
material, generally used green and un- 
seasoned. This was riven (i.e., cleft or split) 
rather than sawn, as much for economy of 
hand Jabour as for strength in use, and 
then dressed with the adze. The riven 
members, almost of die-square scantling, 
were mortised and tenoned and pegged 
together. The walls of upper storeys were 
supported on bressumers resting on beams 
oversailing the storey beneath. Dragon 
ties served to facilitate the change of direc- 
tion of beams at corners. The floors were 
constructed with short joists spanning 
between the structural beams. Ceilings as 
such were unknown. The walls between 
posts were filled-in with brick nogging or 
lath and plaster, 


In the post-war period in Britain there 
have been attempts to get away from load- 
bearing brickwork by the development of 
trussed rafters and cross wall construction. 
If this tendency does not lead to brick pier 
and concrete beams (the steel industry has 
already produced the open-web Trusteel 





































house) then consideration can be given to a 
revival of half-timber or post-and-beam 
construction, Now, it may well be that the 
British Columbia lumber industry’s con- 
tribution to Anglo-Canadian trade lies not 
in hopelessly trying to compete with the 
cut-price rough sawn unsorted fourths 
timber produced by the Baltic states and 
Russia, but in offering prime wrot west 
coast cedar for structural building; this 
being a material which is both self-preserv- 
ing and rot-proof. Timber skeleton frame 
construction necessitates professional archi- 
tectural services and almost demands a 
modular treatment; machine production 
seems to be cut out for the prefabrication 
of infilling components and interior parti- 
tions. 

This year British Columbia celebrates its 
centennial. Anyone could be forgiven for 
thinking that the Province had by this time 
developed structural timber building to the 
nth degree. Actually this is not so. The 
so-called frame house is not framed in the 
structural sense but is put together by the 
site ere¢tion of fully load-bearing 2 in. x 
4 in. stud walls at 16 in. centres with 2 x 4 
sole plate and head, the whole spiked to- 
gether with wire nails. Shiplap boarding is 
spiked on diagonally to form a primitive 
stressed skin. If the BC lumber house 
competition has no other result, it has given 
a number of British architects a flying visit 
to Vancouver and an jntroduction to archi- 
tectural practice in Western Canada, some- 
thing very much to be desired in view of 
the quality of the design here.

From ‘ The Builder’ of May 1, 1858 


SPIRITUAL PAYMENT FOR CONTRACTOR’S 
Work.—An action has been tried at the 
Hartlepool County Court, in which Mr. 
James Gulley, a builder, sued the Rev. 
William Knight for £21, the cost of erect- 
ing a confessional in the defendant’s 
church. Mr. Knight demurred to the 
price, and valued the confessional at £13, 
desiring the plaintiff to let the balance 
‘go to the church for the honour and 
glory of God and in penance for his 
sins.’ The builder, preferring payment 
in material rather than spiritual coin, 
brought the action, and a verdict for £16 
Was given.

Berlin Planning

IN PARLIAMENT 
By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 


Research and Improved Methods 
of Building 
ME. HARMAR NICHOLLS, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Works, who 
speaks on behalf of the Lord President of 
the Council in the House of Commons, told 
MPs on April 22 that builders had co- 
operated in carrying out some of the 
methods designed by the Building Research 
Station of the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Design to promote cheaper and 
more rapid ‘building. 

He had been asked by Mr. Braine what 
the DSIR were doing on this topic. 

“The Building Research Station,’ he re- 
plied, ‘has over the past few years been 
assisting builders to make more use of 
mechanical plant. Examples are the tower 
crane and mechanjcal barrows. This Re- 
search Station has also developed a simple 
method of programming building operations 
to enable building to proceed more smoothly, 
quickly and efficiently.’ 

Mr. Bralne asked if Mr. Nicholls could 
say whether any of those methods had been 
tried out by practical builders. 

Mr. NIcHOLLS: Yes. Builders have co- 
operated. By using some of the devices to 
which I have referred there may be a saving 
of anything from 20 per cent. to 30 per cent. 
in time, which can be reflected to a consider- 
able extent in prices. 

Mr. BRAINE asked what action was being 
taken by the DSIR to encourage the use of 
new methods of single stack drainage in the 
construction of flats, 

Mr. NICHOLLS: The Building Research 
Station recently published, through the 
Stationery Office, a book Drainage Pipework 
in Dwellings. This gives full design rules 
and details of single-stack drainage, that is 
the system using only one down pipe, which 
is suitable for flats up to five storeys high. 

Mr. Braine asked if the Parliamentary 
Secretary could tell the House a little more. 
Could he say what savings had been achieved 
by these methods? Was he to understand 
from the reply that there was a limit to the 
type of building to which the savings could 
be applied? 

Mr. NICHOLLS said that by using these 
methods the saving was from £10 to £16 a 
flat, which was between one-third and one- 
half of the cost of the old installation. He 
had indicated that the system had been 
applied to flats of up to five storeys, because 
flats up to five storeys had been included in 
the book. Actually it could be applied to 
buildings of up to 11 storeys. 

Mr. WiLteY asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to make a statement about the pro- 
gress of the arrangements made for the DSIR 
in relation to development contracts. 

Mr. NICHOLLS: I am unable to add any- 
thing to the reply that I gave on November 
26 last, other than to say that very few pro- 
posals have so far been put to the depart- 
ment. None has been found suitable for 
acceptance. 

He added that seven proposals had been 
made to the department. but so far none had 
been considered suitable. Each had been 
considered sympathetically, but it was 
decided that it would have been spending 


money unwisely to proceed with the matter 
further. 


The Roads Programme 


PRAISE and qualified praise for the 

Government’s road construction pro- 
gramme came, respectively, from Mr. 
Harold Watkinson, Minister of Transport, 
and his opposite number on the Opposition 
front bench, Mr. George Strauss, during a 
debafe on transport in the Commons on 
April 22. : 

Mr. WATKINSON’sS comment was brief. He 
summed up the Government’s achievements 
in one sentence. In terms of work started, 
he said, during the year ended March 31, 
1958, 1,380 schemes estimated to cost more 
than £56m. ‘began in England and Wales 
alone. 

That was more road work than the 
country had ever known, and it was cer- 
tainly a great deal more than the Opposition 
ever thought of, let alone did. 

Mr. StRAuSS paid tribute to the Ministry 
and all those concerned for the speed with 
which the road plans were getting under 
way. He understood authorisations would 
be more than £100m. this year, and that 
more than £40m. would be paid from the 
Exchequer this year for new schemes. 

His qualification was that the Govern- 
ment started their programme too late, or 
later than they should have done, and he 
regarded it as too small. When the 
Opposition had made these criticisms the 
Minister had retorted that their road 
schemes after the war were practically nil. 
Of course they were. 

No country in Europe at that time was 
able to develop road schemes on an effective 
scale. - But in the ’50s almost everywhere 
in Europe road schemes were being 
developed on a substantial scale, while 
nothing happened in Britain. The British 
Government started later than almost every 
other European Government in their post- 
war planning. 

Mr. GEOFFREY WILSON drew attention to 
the slow progress involved in the acquisition 
of land for road building compared with 
that in Europe or America. The reasons 
were inevitable as long as the British public 
insisted on the right of making representa- 
tions, having public inquiries and that sort 
of thing. 

If it was conceded that that procedure 
took longer, the Ministry should take con- 
siderable care to keep available full con- 
struction plans for the future, over and 
above the existing programme. Many 
things could be done about the future pro- 
gramme, which would get rid of the time 
lag between the time when plans were first 
published and construction began. 

That would make a tremendous difference 
as time progressed, even if it was necessary 
to divert some of the money and effort now 
being spent on the existing road programmes 
which were still only at the planning stage, 
if as many of the preliminaries as possible 
of the next programme were carried out 
while the existing programme was under 
construction. 


Overspill Agreements, Scotland 


R. McINNES asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland if he would indi- 
cate the number of overspill agreements 
which had been submitted to him by 
Scottish local authorities under the Housing 


and Town Development (Scotland) Act, 
1957. 
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Mr. Ross asked a similar question. 

Mr. NiIxoN BROWNE, Under-Secretary, 
Scottish Office, replying on April 22, said: 
The Secretary of State understands that 
Glasgow Corporation have agreed in 
principle to make overspill agreements with 
12 local authorities, and that draft agree- 
ments with these are now in preparation. 
The authorities concerned are the town 


councils of Haddington, Kirkintilloch, 
Arbroath, Grangemouth, Campbelltown, 
Dunbar, Irvine, Jedburgh, Johnstone, 


Stranraer, Girvan and Forfar. 

Mr. McINnEs said that the Act had been 
in operation for nearly a year, but not one 
overspill agreement had been submitted to 
the Secretary of State. The overspill prob- 
lem of Glasgow was the most serious in 
Scotland. What was proposed to. be done to 
accelerate the submission of these agree- 
ments? 

Mr. BROWNE said that after such a short 
time they should be satisfied with the results. 
In the case of Kirkintilloch and Haddington 
agreements were in an advanced stage, and 
would soon be submitted for approval. So 
far, 27 local authorities had approached 
Glasgow corporation, and many others were 
still coming forward. 

Mr. Ross asked to what extent this would 
touch the 300,000 people who constituted 
the problem. Mr. Browne should bear in 
mind, in his complacent attitude to this, that 
many discussions had gone on for years 
before there was legislation. It was a re- 
flection of the efficacy of the legislation that 
it had taken so long to get agreement in 
principle. 

Mr. BROWNE said that he was not com- 
placent. He did not know the sort of dis- 
cussions that were in progress, but now they 
were going on under the terms of a measure 
introduced by the Government. The Glas- 
gow corporation estimated that 50,000 
people might be accommodated by the local 
authorities with whom they were already 
in touch, and another 50,000 could be accom- 
modated in the new towns. 

SmR COLIN THORNTON-KEMSLEY asked for 
confirmation that even if all the schemes 
were operated in full there would still be 
a great need for schemes of further expan- 
sion if the entire Glasgow overspill popula- 
tion was to be given work and house 
accommodation. 

Mr. Browne said that the Government 
had always made clear that the 1957 Act was 
the first step in the right direction. 


The Landlord and Tenant Bill 


(COMMENDING the Landlord and 
Tenant (Temporary Provisions) Bill 
[The Builder, April 25, p. 729], which was 
read a second time in the Commons on 
April 24, Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, had a 
warning for tenants, and also for those who 
thought this might be a first stage in the 
retreat from some aspects of the Rent Act. 
Tenants, he said, should not be misled 
by the introduction and enactment of the 
Bill that they need do nothing further. He 
outlined the procedure they should follow— 
writing to the landlord, offering a reason- 
able rent, seeking a new agreement, making 
sure any agreement was reasonable, and if 
no agreement was possible trying to find 
accommodation elsewhere. 
On the other issue, that of changing the 
Rent Act, Mr. Brooke stated quite firmly,

not the intention of the Government to 
bring back control in any form. They were 
not prepared to compromise on decontrol, 
but were concerned to allay anxiety. 


High interest rates, and the intensified 
credit squeeze, since September, as well as 
the Labour threat to municipalise rented 
property, had made the transition from con- 
trol to decontrol more difficult. The Bill 
was intended to protect a small number of 
decontrolled tenants who by October might 
not have succeeded in finding other accom- 
modation although they had done their 
best. 


The Bill was accepted by the Opposition 
and some Conservative back benchers with 
grudging praise as being better than noth- 
ing. Mr. Mitcuison, the chief Labour 
spokesman, said that the Minister was 
having to eat his own words, although it 
was Only a small snack. Mr. RODERIC 
BowEN, a Liberal, also felt that the Minister 
had had to eat very humble pie. 

Mr. GEOFFREY RIPPON, leader of the 
Conservative opposition on the LCC, said 
that personally he regretted the introduction 
of the Bill, which would solve none of the 
real difficulties. It merely postponed them 
at best, and by creating uncertainty might 
at the worst aggravate them. But it, or 
something like it, had been made necessary 
by actions of the Opposition. 

The Government’s success in building 
more than two million houses plus the policy 
in the 1954 Act of encouraging people to 
make improvements and conversions, had 
created a situation which was reasonable to 
make a start on creating a free market in 
houses to let. Local authorities could do 
more to implement the proposals of the 
Government to build more accommodation 
for elderly people and to use their powers 
to acquire property for conversions for such 
people either by agreement or otherwise. 

SiR Eric ERRINGTON, president of the 
Federation of Property Owners, expressed 
pleasure at the Minister’s announcement 
about not compromising on the terms of the 
Rent Act. He congratulated Mr. Brooke on 
taking this action which would ensure some 
safety for those who might be materially or 
adversely affected by the terms of that Act. 











































































































































































The Employment Situation 


HE MINISTER OF LABOUR virtually 

admitted in the Commons on April 25 
that the Government’s credit restriction 
policy and the cuts in the investment pro- 
gramme had been responsible for the current 
difficulties in the building and civil engineer- 
ing industry. 

‘I do not, and cannot, deny,’ Mr. IAIN 
MACLEOD said when answering a debate on 
unemployment, ‘that the Government’s 
Policy of credit restriction and the cuts we 
have made in the investment programme of 
public authorities are bound to affect the 
building and civil engineering industry.’ 

Yet in spite of the high numbers unem- 
ployed, the Minister was a little optimistic. 
The numbers were less than in February 
and, although the improvement was not as 
tapid as it usually was at this time of the 
year, and was uneven in its distribution 
roughout the country, he thought ‘the 
seasonal worst is behind us.’ 

_ The level of the total employed in the 
industry had dropped considerably. It had 






















fallen by 38,000 between February, 1957, 
and February, 1958, although the level of 
unemployment had increased by less than 
one-third of that figure in the period. This 
had to be set against the total employed 
in the industry, which was 1,300,000. 

It was not expected that the amount of 
work would fall very much below the level 
of activity in 1957. Recently there had been 
a welcome sign of improvement. 

Automation, as with all technical changes, 
he believed, would lead to more and better 
jobs for the nation. If everyone thought 
that there would be a greater welcome for 
technological change than would otherwise 
be so. He had discussed this with the 
National Joint Advisory Council; there had 
also been useful discussions with the British 
Employers’ Confederation and the TUC 
during the week. 

It was, he contended, the opinion of 
industry that automation should not be 
feared in any way, and that its advent would 
not only increase the status of workers, but 
would increase opportunities for employ- 
ment. 

Government Assistance 


The Government’s attitude to unemploy- 
ment had been set out in the Budget, but 
to ease the difficulties created by the policy 
of moving workers away to where work was 
available, improvements would be made in 
the temporary transfer scheme. The grant 
for incidental expenses involved in house- 
hold removal expenses—which were free— 
would be raised from £2 to £10. 

It was also proposed to move the time 
limit on the payment of continuing 
liabilities. It was also intended, and this 
had been agreed with the Chancellor, to 
make a contribution of half the solicitors’ 
and agents’ fees in relation to the sale and 
purchase of a house involved in a transfer 
of labour. 

He pointed out that this would deal with 
the difficulty which could arise by a man 
being faced with a considerable loss because 
of the move in the sale of his house and 
the purchase of another. It was neither 
right nor possible for the Government to 
enter into the entire matter of a change of 
property values. The way to help was to 
do as he proposed. 

Mr. Macleod accepted in the spirit and 
the letter a motion by Mr. Moopy, a Labour 
member, urging the Government to intro- 
duce immediate measures to deal with the 
difficulties of unemployment caused by the 
trade recession. Mr. Moody blamed the 
Government’s policy for the deterioration in 
building, which, he argued, was worse last 
month than it was 12 months ago. 


The Claims of Stone 


During the debate, Mr. GRIMOND, the 
Liberal leader, who represents the most 
northerly constituency in Great Britain— 
Orkney and Shetland—had a brief laudatory 
word for stone as opposed to brick for 
building. He recalled the proposal to build 
post offices in the area, and said that the 
specification was for brick. 

Although there was a certain amount of 
brick production in the Highlands, he went 
on, there was some good stone in Orkney. 
And what was more, stone-masons were 
more available there than were bricklayers. 

Miss JoAN VICKERS suggested that the 
situation in Plymouth and south Devon 
would be eased greatly for building trade 
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workers if the Government would consider 
preparing roads for the Tamar Bridge 
scheme in advance of the two-year period, 
if the loans for Plymouth’s civic centre 
could be made easier, and if work was put 
in hand for modernising Princetown Prison 
—otherwise known as Dartmoor—which was 
one of the oldest and grimmest in England. 

Mr. MALCOLM MACPHERSON claimed that 
one method by which unemployment in 
Scotland could be alleviated was by the 
modernisation of houses. There were, he 
said, large numbers of houses without bath- 
rooms and it would be useful to have a big 
plan for modernisation. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Brick Industry’s Difficulties 


Dr. BARNETT Stross asked the Minister 
of Works, on April 22, whether he had noted 
the serious decline in the brick and tile 
industry in north Staffordshire; whether he 
would give the number of men employed 
compared with the previous two years; and 
what action it was proposed to take to assist 
these industries. 

Mr. HuGcH Motson.—Separate figures of 
employment in these two industries are not 
available but I am aware that the demand 
for local bricks and tiles is now less than 
it was in 1956 and 1957. I regard this lower 
level of activity as more appropriate to cur- 
rent economic circumstances, but I am watch- 
ing the position carefully in consultation 
with other Ministers and with the appro- 
priate trade unions. 

Dr. Stross said that the situation in these 
two industries in North Staffordshire was 
considered to be desperate already. Stocks 
had accumulated to such an extent that one 
brickworks had had to cease production, as 
it had no more room for stocking bricks. 
Other brickworks were in danger of having 
to close altogether. He asked if the Minister 
could be a little more helpful. 

Mr. Motson.—It must be expected that 
the reduced housing programme will result 
in a reduced demand for bricks. Large scale 
producers of bricks, whose costs of produc- 
tion are low, will obtain an increasing share 
of the local market for bricks. 

COLONEL BEAMISH said that this was a 
national problem. He urged the Minister to 
continue to consider sympathetically any 
proposals put to him by the industry which 
might help to avoid an unnecessarily heavy 
fall in the industry’s fortunes. 

Mr. MOo_son said that he was always 
willing to consider sympathetically proposals 
which were put forward. At the same time, 
ijt was necessary to realise that a number of 
brickworks with fairly high costs of produc- 
tion were not likely to survive now that the 
demand was not as great as it was two or 
three years ago. 


Factory Programme, S. Wales 


Mr. Ness Epwarps asked the President of 
the Board of Trade, if he would use his 
powers under the Distribution of Industry 
Act to provide for a new advance factory 
programme in South Wales. 

Mr. ERROLL, Parliamentary Secretary 
Board of Trade, replying on April 22, said: 
The President of the Board of Trade is 
always prepared to consider sympathetically 
the building of factories to meet the specific 
requirements of firms that wish to set up in 
needy parts of the area; but he does not con- 
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sider that the building of factories in advance 
of known tenants would be making the best 
use of national resources. 

It would be most inadvisable to build a 
number of factories which might not be 
suitable to tenants as yet unspecified, and 
which might remain untenanted and un- 
occupied for long periods. 


Factories in Development Areas 


Mr. Ness Epwarps asked the President 
of the Board of Trade, on April 22, what 
area of new factories was built in each of the 
development areas and the home counties 
area, respectively, for the years 1951 to 1957. 

Mr. ERROLL: New buildings and exten- 
tions over 5,000 sq. ft. in manufacturing 
industry which were completed in the areas 
and for the period specified are: 


Siting of Steel Strip Mill 

THE PRIME MINISTER announced in the 
Commons on April 24 that the Government 
were not yet able to make a statement about 
the siting of the proposed steel strip mill. 

He had been asked by Sir James Hutchi- 
son if his attention had been drawn to a 
resolution by the Scottish Council about the 
siting of this steel mill, and whether he 
would make arrangements for it to be so 
sited. 

Mr, Woopsurn said that Scotland was 
looking on this mill as the one possibility of 
preventing the kind of recession which took 
place during the years before the war. 

Mr. MACMILLAN said that all relevant 
matters would be taken into consideration 
in reaching a conclusion.

Local Government Architects’ 
Society to Call Inaugural Meeting 


THE Council of the RIBA, at its meet- 

ing on April 15, agreed that the 
Royal Institute should offer its good 
offices and make available accommoda- 
tion for an inaugural meeting to be 
called in connection with the formation 


of the Local Government Architects’ . 


Society. This action arose from a report 
of the ad hoc Committee on the 
representation of members in salaried 
employment which gave the results of the 
inquiry sent out to architects in local 
authorities as to the likely support for 
such a Society. 

Other decisions taken included: 

Proposed Registration of Clerks of Works 
Act: The Council considered correspond- 
ence from the Joint Committee for the pro- 
posed Registration of Clerks of Works Act. 
It was recalled that in 1951 the Institute’s 
approval of the proposed action to improve 
the status and standards of training of 
Clerks of Works had been expressed. In the 
renewed campaign about to be undertaken 
by the Joint Committee, the RIBA Council 
expressed the opinion that the proposed 
Act, if passed, would be of benefit to the 
profession and to the building industry 
generally. 


Resignations: Ten resignations were 
reported.

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BANTU HOUSING IN 
SOUTH AFRICA 


Encouraging Progress in 
Eliminating the Shanty Town 


The following notes on the Bantu 
housing problem have been prepared by 
Mr. W. D. Howie, BArch, MIA, ARIBA, 
Senior Lecturer in Architecture, Univer- 
sity of the Witwatersrand, Johannesburg, 
in connection with the recent RIBA 
exhibition ‘Architecture in South Africa. 


"THE provision of housing for South 

Africa’s Bantu peoples who have 
settled in the urban areas of the country 
has been and still is one of the largest and 
most exacting problems in building in the 
Union. The problem is not merely one 
of numbers of dwellings to be provided, 
but also is one related to the wage struc- 
ture which results in large numbers being 
unable to afford economic rentals even 
on the low-cost dwellings which are 
erected. Some 20 per cent. of the urban 
Bantu tenants are classified sociologically 
as falling within the sub-economic groups. 
Subsidisation is, consequently, necessary 
to provide these groups with adequate 
accommodation. 

I am indebted to Dr. Calderwood, 
Chief Research Officer, Architecture, of 
the National Building Research Institute 
for the following resumé of the present 
position. He states: ‘During World War 
II, all housing activities were stopped in 
the Union as in other countries, but the 
influx of the Native peoples into the 
towns was accelerated owing to the 
development of secondary industries 
which found a ready outlet for their 
goods in the war-time market. By the end 
of the war the shortage of urban Native 
housing had reached alarming propor- 
tions, and by 1947 the estimated shortage 
was reported as 157,000 dwelling units.’ 

The result of these circumstances saw 
the establishment of the squatters’ camps 
and shanty towns, in which the inhabtt- 
ants existed without benefit of civilised 
amenity and in quite dreadful circum- 
stances. 

‘In 1949,’ Dr. Calderwood’s comment 
continues, ‘it became apparent that the 
new industries had become permanently 
established and that the population 
which they had attracted had become 
permanently urbanised, and furthermore, 
this increase in the urban population had 
to be adequately housed. In the samé¢ 
year a full-scale research project was 
commenced when the Council for Scien 
tific and Industrial Research established 
a number of committees to investigat 
particular aspects of minimum standard 
lof accommodation. The work, whici 
took some 10 years to complete, investi 
gated all aspects of low-cost housing ané 
residential layouts. The research worl 
was a team effort involving Government 
departments, individuals, who as specia 
lists in particular fields volunteered thet 

services, local authorities and researcl 
workers in many fields of study. The out 
come of the work was the production 0 
low-cost housing at a_ considerabl 
reduced cost both to the home owner 
tenant in the form of repayment chargé

‘In 1952 an estimate for a 10-year 
programme of building assessed that the 
erection of some 35,000 dwelling units per 
year for each of the 10 years was neces- 
sary in order that the backlog and natural 
increase of population be housed.’ 

The following figures will give some 
indication of the progress that has been 
made in undertaking this heavy task in 
only two of the many centres. During the 
period April 1, 1949, to March 31, 1956, 
a total of 60,309 houses for urban Bantu 
were built with funds made available by 
the National Housing and Planning Com- 
mission, at a total cost of £19,765,201. In 
Johannesburg since the beginning of 1952 
to date 14,538 houses were completed and 
a further 1,879 will be completed by the 
end of March at a cost of £3,500,000. A 
further 9,502 houses will. be erected in the 
course of the next year. 

Apart from the above, the estimated 
housing shortage in Johannesburg is still 
25,000 houses which will cost about £4m. 

At Benoni, east of Johannesburg, the 
same sort of problem has been experi- 
enced. In 1949 there were 1,200 sites in 
the old Benoni Bantu Township where 
residents had erected their own houses. 
In another location there were 323 sub- 
economic National houses, and near by 
some 28,000 squatters in shacks and tents. 
Since 1951, 2,000 houses have been built 
and one tent-town has been cleared. 

On April 1, 1955, the foundation stone 
of the Daveyton Administrative Offices 
was laid, when a start was also made to 
clear the remaining squatters’ camp. One 
year later the Administrative building 
together with 10 schools built by the 
Bantu Education Department, were 
opened. The present programme of 
8,000 houses, together with hostels for 
single persons, is nearing completion, 
when a population of 45,000 will be 
accommodated. At the same time the 
development of the civic and shopping 
centres has been under way, and the 
hospital is soon to be built. 






























































































































































Field Experiments 


In testing each stage of the research 
work, local authorities co-operated with 
he research team so that field experiments 
ould be undertaken. Such an experi- 
ment was the planning and building of 
e Bantu township at Springs in the 
ransvaal. The town, which is known 
ks ‘Kwa Thema,’ endeavoured to test the 
alidity of proper neighbourhood plan- 
ning, higher densities, housing types suit- 
able for different income groups and a 
humber of details such as pedestrian 
access, reduced road widths, etc. 

‘Kwa Thema’ has not only proved 
uccessful in its own rights, but has estab- 
ished valuable data for the subsequent 
ndertakings, among which those at 
Daveyton in Benoni and Meadowlands in 
ohannesburg are numbered. 

Enough has been said to indicate the 
ale of the problem and much credit is 
lue to the various authorities concerned 
or tackling it in a well-founded and 
gorous manner. Although much 
mains to be done, the worst scars of the 
quatters’ camps and shanty towns are 
being rapidly eliminated. 






































TOWN PLANNING 
EXAMINATIONS 


Examiners’ Report on 
Testimonies of Study 


To assist potential candidates, the 

Town Planning Joint Examination 
Board have made available to The 
Builder for publication the Examiners’ 
Report on Testimonies of Study (Part 1) 
1957 in the Final Examination. The 
Report, which is given by the examiners 
after the examinations, is reproduced 
below : 


Special Testimony 


The most outstanding change in the 
standard of candidates’ work occurred in 
some of the overseas entries—particularly 
those from parts of Commonwealth 
Africa. The problems of siting, soils, 
lay-out in relation to climate, the rapid 
changes in local needs, the cost of roads 
and services in relation to density, the 
problems of transport and journey-to- 
work, etc., received a degree of critical 
attention and constructive thought lead- 
ing to designs of a high standard. There 
were, however, other entries which per- 
petuated practices which reflect little or 
no appreciation of economy (or safety) 
in traffic circulation and which indicate 
no improvement upon the crudest of 
local land sub-divisions. Comments 
made in previous examiners’ reports on 
this kind of entry remain valid. 


The work of candidates in Great 
Britain was on average good, but the 
poorer entries contain so much in 
common with some from overseas that 
this report deals with their defects at 
some length. Some candidates seem to 
have little idea of the scope of the sub- 
ject in which they are being examined or 
of adequate preparation for a technical 
examination: some had little or no 
knowledge of design beyond practice in 
one locality and regarded conformity 
with local by-laws as sufficient merit. 


The quantity of paper (both maps and 
reports) not infrequently varied inversely 
with the competence of its content. Can- 
didates still spend far too much time on 
copying surveys without understanding 
them, some without being able to answer 
the most elementary questions on their 
significance at viva voce: likewise they 
include long tables of field and other data 
without any attempt to analysis to show 
why the proposals embodied in their plan 
were selected. Such candidates would 
benefit by following the advice to candi- 
dates for the Intermediate Examination 
Drawn Subject, particularly paragraphs 
(iv) and (v) (page 42 of 1957-58 TPI Year 
Book). Several home candidates had 
never visited any New Town, the recon- 
struction area of any war-damaged town 
nor, indeed, observed any practice be- 
yond their local horizon. 


A few candidates put themselves at a 
disadvantage by limiting themselves to 
special items which failed to demonstrate 
to a satisfactory level their ability to 
handle problems of land-use and lay-out. 


Some of the advice in the Notes to can- 
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didates (particularly (d), (g) and (h)) 
which have been in the TPI Year Book 
and Syllabus for a number of years and 
referred to in previous Examiners’ 
Reports is ignored by those who seem 
most in need of it—namely, those who 
appear not to seek tutorial assistance 
while reading for the examination. As 
a result, much labour and time are ex- 
pended on paper-work which would be 
more profitably spent on thoughtful pro- 
posals or on travel and study. 


General Testimonies (Alternative 
A—Three Drawn Exercises) 


On the whole there was a consider- 
able improvement in the standard of 
work and in consequence a greater per- 
centage succeeded in obtaining passes, al- 
though fewer candidates chose this form 
of study. 


Some candidates seemed to have found 
the subjects beyond their capabilities 
apart from a little local knowledge and 
information taken from text books or 
Ministry circulars, and therefore wasted 
much labour and time on office work 
which would be more profitably spent on 
inspections of noteworthy examples. 


It is necessary once again to draw 
attention to the lack of information in 
the Reports necessary to explain the can- 
didates’ proposals. A report can carry a 
higher percentage of marks so that it is 
important not to waste words explaining 
= which can clearly be seen from the 
plan. 


General Testimonies (Alternative 
B—Essay) 
The work submitted by candidates this 
year showed an extraordinary wide range 
in the interpretation of the question, in 


the approach to the problems, and in 
presentation. 


In the first place more thought should 
be given to the first point. Clearly recrea- 
tion enters into planning at several 
different levels—at least at the inter- 
national (tourism), national (National 
Parks, AONB, Nature Reserves), regional 
or county, and at local level. Some can- 
didates saw this; others restricted them- 
selves to one level only. 


In the second place some approached 
the problem on the narrow basis of the 
requirements of a single town plan, for- 
getting that a collection of town plans 
does not necessarily add up to a good 
overall plan, and that the degree of 
human mobility is such that the use of 
recreational facilities is certainly not res- 
tricted to the local inhabitants. 


It is interesting that not a single candi- 
date mentioned the problems of the use 
of commons despite the publicity given 
to the work of the present Royal Com- 
mission. 


In presentation, the range was extreme. 
Some produced a sober essay with one or 
two diagrams; at least one candidate 
arranged his work as a publicity brochure 
with all the tricks of design and layout, 
black and white and colour used to the 
full. In general about half the candi- 
dates produced good, balanced work, and 
the overall standard was good. 





BIRMINGHAM 
OVERSPILL 


Minister Asks Council for 
10-Year Plan 


(THE Minister of Housing and Local 

Government, Mr. Henry Brooke, has 
asked Birmingham City Council to send 
him now their plans for dealing with their 
overspill population over the next ten years, 
whether these proposals include some 
development within the provisional green 
belt around the Birmingham conurbation or 
not. 

He suggests that the proposals should com- 
prise:—1. A list of the areas which on geo- 
graphical, physical and economic considera- 
tions the Council think best suited for 
additional overspill development. 2. A pro- 
gramme showing what houses the Council 
would hope to see started year by year to 
produce a reasonable output, what extension 
of services would be needed to allow for this, 
and when a start should be made on them. 
3. A statement of the building programme 
which the Council envisage within their own 
boundaries. 

Applications for planning permissions 
could then be made to settle whether develop- 
ment will be allowed in the places proposed, 
and when these have been determined the 
Council will be in a better position to negoti- 
ate with the local authorities concerned. 

The Minister’s request follows his recent 
visit to Birmingham and his discussions with 
the City Council’s representatives on relieving 
congestion in the city. 

A letter to the Council says that the 
Minister accepts that, to enable slum clear- 
ance and redevelopment to proceed, many 
people now living in Birmingham must be 
provided with houses outside, and that it 
seems to him that the solution of the 
Council’s housing problem must be primarily 
the responsibility of the Council, even though 
much of it has to be solved outside their 
boundaries. 

The letter notes current proposals for a 
green belt round the West Midlands agglo- 
meration, which the Minister has agreed are 
on the right lines, and advises the Council 
that if they contemplate building on land 
which neighbouring authorities have en- 
visaged as part of the green belt, they should 
get the matter settled one way or the other 
without delay by applying for planning per- 
mission for the development they have in 
mind. The Council are reminded, however, 
that the Minister has in many cases in recent 
years upheld on appeal decisions refusing 
development of proposed green belt land, on 
the ground that the further growth of the 
built-up area should be checked. 

According to recent Press reports, there 
was some suggestion that, after the establish- 
ment of the Local Government Commission 
(provided for by the Local Government Bill 
now before Parliament), the Council might 
propose an extension of the city boundaries 
in order to gain more land for housing. 

The letter points out that it will not be a 
function of the Commission to advise on 

questions of land use, although the planned 
use of the land concerned would no doubt 
be among the factors taken into account by 
the Commission in making proposals for 
changes in Jocal government organisation. 
The issue of the green belt should be settled 





before the Commission get to work, and 
indeed will be so settled following the pro- 
posals which the Councils of neighbouring 
authorities are about to make. 

A firm programme for relieving congestion 
would put the Council in a better position 
to negotiate with the authorities of the areas 
concerned on the question of the agency by 
which the provision is to be carried out, and 
to decide whether the Council should aid the 
receiving authority financially or carry out 
the development themselves, The Minister 
notes that high interest rates may make some 
authorities hesitate to commit themselves to 
substantial capital expenditure at present, but 
urges that the planning of overspill schemes 
should go forward as far as possible so that 
they can be put into effect as soon as circum- 
stances allow.

XXVII.—Ladders 


AVE we lost the art of using ladders, 
I wonder? Is it my imagination that 
I do not see them around any more? 
When I go on jobs nowadays I seem to 
be able to approach the upper floors by 
internal staircase, and in countries abroad 
I have noticed that they invariably use 
a ramp to get from floor to floor. 
I have always loved climbing ladders. 
I remember in my youth two ladders 
were often put side by side on high build- 
ings and we used to race one another 
down them, not by using the rungs, but 
by putting our legs round the ladder and 
coming down in one swoop to the bottom. 
No one in the building trade ever went 
up or came down a: ladder one rung at 
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a time: it was always two and sometimes 
three at a time. You could always tell 
an ‘amateur’ by the timid way he used 
a ladder rung by rung, and often with 
his hands on the rungs, which needless to 
say was dangerous: when traffic on the 
ladder was heavy, fingers got trodden on. 

There was also a great art in handling 
a ladder. The way one man could remove 
a tall ladder from one position to another, 
carrying it vertically, was quite amazing, 
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and to watch him lowering it from th 
wall without scraping it down the face 
was really fascinating. The feat seemej 
more like that of a juggler. 

Painters today no longer work from 
ladders : they use either cradles o; 
scaffolding which are safer, but this add; 
considerably to the cost of the job. In 
the same way bricks are seldom carried 
up a ladder in the hod nowadays, but 
are hoisted on to the scaffolding. Auto. 
mation is certainly taking the place of 
the old primitive methods and this should 
certainly make for quicker working 
which should eventually be reflected jp 
the cost. 

Where ladders are still in use, how. 
ever, may I plead for them to be properly 
fixed and higher than the floor they ar 
intended to serve. And please have all 
the rungs in them: although you may 
not use them all, it is nice to feel they 
are there if you want them!

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TRANSMISSION LINES 
IN THE LANDSCAPE 
Conserving Natural Beauty 


"THE need for all concerned with 

electrical transmission to collaborate 
closely so as to conserve the beauty of 
the landscape, was stressed in a paper on 
the above subject given by Mr. BRIAN 
Hackett, MA, ARIBA, AMTPI, FILA, 
at a meeting of the Institute of Land- 
scape Architects, held at the Housing 
Centre, Haymarket, on Thursday, 
April 17. 

While we, as landscape architects, said the 
lecturer, have our own opinions about when 
and where transmission lines should be 
allowed above ground or forced below, this 
must be a higly involved decision to make. 
1 think we must be content to leave it to 
our democratic system of formal application, 
and the observations of interested parties and 
the Ministerial decision which has to weigh 
up all the interests involved. But once the 
decision has been made to run a line from A 
to B, and over or underground, then I think 
we can make fair comment on the precise 
manner in which the landscape will be 
affected. 

In my opinion, the local electricity supply 
pole which feeds isolated farms or individual 
houses in a village is more often a landscape 
problem than the cross-country pylon. The 
poles are closer together, and they are in the 
scale of the small fields of the British 
agricultural landscape. Thus, if they do not 
fall closely into the patterning of the latter, 
as I think by and large the telephone system 
does, they irritate anyone with landscape 
sensitivity. Two unfriendly colours occupy- 
ing the same area of coverage and placed 
against one another carry on permanent war- 
fare. But if one colour fills a very large area, 
and the other a very small one, the result is 
less offensive and can even be stimulating in 
the right way. The local supply pole too 
often belongs to all that is meant by ‘ out- 
rageous subtopia’. If it can be arranged 
without extra cost, or, if the circumstances 
warrant it, with extra cost, for the alignment 
of both telephone and supply cables to 
follow the same route, it would reduce the 
criss-crossing of the sky. There is, however, 
a minimum distance apart of about 70 yards, 
and usually the GPO is first in the field. In 
the village street, the lines are sometimes 
swung from house to house—well, we could 
ensure that this is done at the back and not 
the front. And, I do not think it is fair to 
leave the determination of the fixing points 
entirely to the Tine engineer; the advice in 
the first place of someone with an eye for 
what looks right might save heavy costs at 
public enquiries. Also, at this small scale 
level, it is important to avoid crossing the 
skyline wherever possible. At this local 
level, a matter of a few feet may make all 
the difference between the obtrusive, and the 
unobtrusive. 


Cost of Underground Lines 
I do not know how many battles have 
been fought over the question of sinking the 
local lines underground in especially beauti- 
ful places, and what the comparative costs 
were, although I believe for lines up to 
20,000 volts, the cost is about two and a 


half to three times. But, I would like to 
know how serious a matter of planting of 


fifty trees would be to the balance of profit 
over loss in say a ‘ special character ’ village. 
This expenditure of between £100 and £150 
would in years to come go some way to 
absorb the overhead system unobtrusively 
into the landscape. At the same time, we 
must not forget that other Authorities have 
a duty to carry out tree planting where 
appropriate. 


We appreciate the difficulties facing Elec- 
tricity Authorities in carrying ideas of this 
kind into reality, especially that of persuad- 
ing individual landowners to have the trees 


* on their land. Here, I think, the Planning 


Authorities could help, and there is good 
collaboration between the Northumberland 
Planning Authority and the North East 
Electricty Board in the work of fitting in 
local lines. In fact, this Planning Authority 
has one member of its staff specialising in 
this work. In the same train of thought, 
there are obvious difficulties if one suggested 
a compromise to the line traversing indivi- 
dual fields so that field boundaries were 
adjusted to this line. There is, of course, no 
question that the local line running with a 
hedgerow is preferable to running across the 
field. My own experience of this kind was 
a particularly happy one in which both land- 
owner and Electricity Authority went ‘ fifty- 
fifty’ in sinking the line under a new 
recreation ground. I must say that if the line 
can be adjusted to run with the hedgerow, 
the tree planting advocated earlier will not 
be practicable. 


A Well Proportioned Object 


There are many examples to support the 
statement that the big engineering projects 
are in themselves more visually satisfactory 
than the small projects. The towering lattice 
pylon has always been a clean and well 
proportioned object, achieved with the 
minimum of effect on the drawing-board, 
whereas the comparatively small street lamp 
standard has taken every wrong turning 
since the age when street furniture could 
accord with the surrounding architectural 
style. Because it is way above the scale 
of the humanised landscape, the cross- 
country pylon can leap over the landscape 
and to a large extent avoid conflict with the 
intimate patterning on the ground. But, 
whereas the crow flies straight from point 
to point, he has only the sky landscape to 
contend with. If the cross-country trans- 
mission line is not expected to follow the 
man-made pattern, at least it should, large 
in scale as it is, follow the larger scale 
pattern set by nature. By and large, nature’s 
boundaries are long and set well apart— 
the break between the vegetation of the 
valley and the surrounding hills runs for 
great distances. When the cross-country line 
conflicts with this sort of boundary, the 
result is rarely satisfactory in terms of 
landscape. 


I am adding some general principles for 
the siting of overhead lines which have been 
suggested by Mr. Mackay of the North- 
umberland County Planning Office. In put- 
ting forward these principles he says: ‘ There 
can, be few fixed rules. Each case presents 
different problems. One line may do no 
harm in a valley, the next might be very 
bad.’ 

(1) A line should not cross in front of 
a particularly fine view point where the line 
would intrude into the view. 
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(2) The fullest use should be made of 
depressions in the ground to screen poles 
(local supply poles are only about thirty 
feet high). 

(3) Make use of trees to screen or break 
up a line but remember that trees may be 
removed, and remember to use the natural 
levels of the land if possible. 


(4) A well wooded valley may appear an 
ideal route, but be careful not to spoil par- 


‘ticularly fine and intimate views so often 


encountered. In these circumstances the 
lines just don’t fit and to preserve fine 
country in a valley it may be desirable to 
select an open route on a hillside. 

(5) Consider tree lines to the premises 
along the route before deciding on a ‘ main’ 
route. 


CARAVAN SITE PROBLEMS 
Changes in Law Sought 


A RESOLUTION calling on the Govern- 
«™ ment to introduce legislation to enable 
local authorities to deal more effectively 
with the problem of caravan sites was 
passed by Egham (Surrey) Urban Council, 
on April 15. 

Moved by Mr. J. B. BAcKEs, it deplored 
the ‘known effects’ in the 1947 Planning 
Act which encouraged ‘ unscrupulous per- 
sons’ to establish caravan sites ‘ because of 
their awareness of the local authorities’ in- 
ability to deal quickly and effectively with 
such abuse of the Act.’ 

Mr. Backes said the Council were blamed 
by both the caravanners and the public. 
There were 300 unauthorised caravans in the 
district, and in the last four years 12 un- 
authorised sites had been started. They 
had been given powers, but those powers 
were ineffective—it took anything up to 12 
months to deal with the matter, and by 
that time caravans had become well estab- 
lished. They then moved to the next field, 
and the whole thing started again. It was 
not the Council who were to blame but 
the ‘caravan instigators.’ 


Mr. H. Davies agreed, but thought it the 
wrong time to press for such action. If 
they could solve their housing problem they 
would not have that difficulty. The motion 
was carried by eight votes to four. 


Earlier in the meeting the Town Planning 
Committee report had referred to a County 
Council letter stating that residential accom- 
modation in caravans had increased from 
2,080 in 1953 to 4,389 at the present time. 
The main problems were at Egham and 
Chertsey, and five sites in these districts 
accounted for 62 per cent. of the increase 
in the last two years. 

The committee report also mentioned a 

letter from the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government offering to arrange a 
meeting of officers to discuss caravan control, 
and stating that a particular solution pro- 
posed in the County Council Bill was un- 
acceptable on various grounds. 
. The Minister, it was also reported, had 
dismissed the appeal of Felbridge (R. and 
B.) Ltd., against the Council’s refusal of 
the use of land at Chertsey Lane for 56 
caravans. He further considered that the 
Council had been put to unnecessary ex- 
pense and trouble by the appeal, and decided 
to make an order requiring the company to 
pay the Council 25 guineas. 
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‘Is Management a Science or an Art?’ 
A PAPER AT THE INSTITUTE OF BUILDERS 


SIR HUGH BEAVER, KBE, MInstCE, 

presented a paper entitled ‘Is Man- 
agement a Science or an Art? ’ at a meet- 
ing of the Institute of Builders held on 
March 19 at the RIBA, 66, Portland- 
place, Wl. Mr. H. S. Oddie, FIOB, 
president of the Institute, was in the chair. 
Following are extracts from Sir Hugh 
Beaver’s paper: 

I want to start by making clear that 
what I propose to talk to you about 
tonight is management and not leader- 
ship. I believe that the confusion 
between management and _ leadership, 
which may well have been in the minds 
of other speakers to whom you have 
listened, is not only the cause of endless 
misunderstanding .and prejudice and 
criticism, but prevents us from getting 
down to the problem of management. 

I should like to look with you at some 
of the qualifications, that is to say not 
qualities but attained knowledge— which 
are taught and examined in the universi- 
ties; or the means and the standards by 
which members of a profession are 
trained and tested and ultimately con- 
firmed as proper members of that profes- 
sion. 

I suppose that the two professions 
which come immediately to the mind of 
all of us, because of our activities and 
because of the place in which we are 
meeting, are architecture and engineering. 
I cannot say when architecture was first 
accepted in the academic world as a sub- 
ject suitable for teaching susceptible of 
research. It was, of course, long after 
most of the great architectural triumphs 
of history had been accomplished. For 
the most part architects of the past pro- 
ceeded by experience and by tradition 
and by experiment, empirically finding 
what was possible and what was not just 
by trial and error. 

No one would now claim that builders 
and architects would be better off if they 
were without the knowledge of structural 
engineering, of the strength of materials, 
of the means of testing materials, of the 
chemical reactions which take place and 
all the rest which science and experience 
have slowly developed, and which is now 
the normal equipment of the person who 
sets out to design and erect buildings. 


Professional Standards 


The second point I want to emphasise 
is that in all these activities there are 
standards by which one judges whether a 
person is qualified or not. The doctor, 
the engineer or the architect acquires his 
degrees, his diplomas and his member- 
ship of the profession, and he has the 
imprimateur of a profession. By passing 
these examinations with or without 
practical training he becomes a qualified 
architect or engineer. The same is true 
of the accountant, the dentist or the 
lawyer. No one says, and no one except 
himself claims, that because he has quali- 
fied he is therefore a good engineer or a 
good architect. The two matters are 
entirely separate. In actual fact, one can 
hardly imagine a good engineer or a good 


architect who had not acquired these 
various qualifications, but it is not 
impossible. 

Most of us who are elderly managers 
have risen to our positions without any 
specific training to the end of manage- 
ment. I am not myself so complacent or 
so self-satisfied as to say, ‘And so much 
the better for that’; but I have heard 
that said, and so have you. 
it from people with great names and 
great successes in industry. They have 
said, ‘You show me the sort of course 
which will produce a Lord Leverhulme or 
a Henry Ford or a Nuffield and then I 
will say that I believe in training for 
management.’ 

That is complete nonsense. We are 
again confusing leadership and manage- 
ment; because we have as yet not worked 
out the standards by which we evaluate 
management, we have nothing left except 
to say that we judge it by whether a man 
is a success or not. If he makes money or 
carries through his enterprise or is suc- 
cessful in directing his company, or what- 
ever it may be, we say that he is a good 
manager. If he is not, we say that he is 
a pretty poor manager. That is all we do. 
We are not in any way addressing our- 
selves to the real facts. 


Choice of Title 


When I chose my title, I think that I 
wanted to put this to you: Has science 
been developed, and has the scientific 
approach been developed, as far as pos- 
sible, in the field of management; or is 
there yet a great deal to do and to 
discover? 

You need to go back just over 30 years 
—not a very long period—to when people 
first started to think, when there was a 
first awakening consciousness, about this 
problem of management, starting, to give 
credit where credit is due, in the United 
States and, incidentally, among the 
engineers. The development of science 
and scientific matters in management has 
followed since then, and it has followed 
largely along two lines, both of them 
necessary and both of them inevitable. 
On the one hand there is the question of 
the tools and techniques of management 
and on the other hand there is the 
problem of the philosophy of manage- 
ment. 

I turn to the question of communica- 
tions, a word which is now very much to 
the fore. It is the question of how you 
interpret to those who have to carry out 
tasks what is the objective and what is 
the method; personnel management with 
its vast range from the study of health 
and safety precautions to labour relations, 
apprenticeship and training schemes and 
all the rest. Even pension schemes started 
less from a feeling of good will than in a 
conscious effort to improve the prospects 
of, or the incentives to, the staff; yet they 
have now to be dealt with on highly 
scientific grounds or they may founder. 
These are all weapons which by now have 
developed a long way in many instances. 
They are indispensable to efficient man- 


I have heard - 
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agement. It is not only that there must 
be experts in their use but that manage- 
ment must also know how to use them. 

On the other side, there is the philo- 
sophy of management, which is a much 
more difficult subject and which may 
seem to you remote and unreal and per- 
haps even unnecessary. In fact it is not 
so. More and more should this be 
realised at this time when the whole con- 
cept of private enterprise and of competi- 
tion and of profits is under challenge, 
when the problem of how to secure a 
measure of efficiency in the nationalised 
industries is as yet unsolved. 

As you look at this question of man- 
agement and how to be a manager and 
this question of, how to teach manage- 
ment and whether you can teach it, please 
do not say to yourselves, ‘ That may well 
be applicable in this field or that field 
but it hardly comes into building and 
construction.’ 

Discussion 

Mr. TRENCH: Speaking about the inside 
staff and head office staff of the building 
industry, at what stage do you think 
management should be taught? Should 
it be mixed with technical training which 
entrants to the industry receive or taught 
separately after the technical training has 
been given? 

Sir HuGH BEAveR: I take it that people 
come into the building industry as they do 
into other industries at various ages. Let 
us take it that the bulk will come in either 
at leaving school age, 16 to 18, or with 
military service thrown in, or after a 
university career. However they come in, 
they have been educated, and in the later 
years educated with a sharpening towards 
certain uses of their education and talents. 
But they come in without any very direct 
knowledge of any of these techniques of 
management to which I have referred. 

I do not know how education may 
develop in the next 10 to 20 years, but 
at the present time in industry generally, 
and I expect it largely applies to the 
building industry, when a person comes 
in with this foundation it is essential for 
him to become an expert or at any rate 
well-qualified in one or other of the 
expertises or specialisms,»some of which 
I have indicated. He thus becomes a 
master, lacking the experience, of course, 
but with the technical knowledge that 
enables him to be a master of one or 
other of these specialisms. On that he 
will base his ultimate development as a 
manager. , 

Mr. VIncENT: As I see it, the ordinary 
training of somebody for management 
would, during the course of his education 
in the business, take in many of the 
techniques which Sir Hugh has 
mentioned, such as costings and account- 
ing. That is part of the training. 
The philosophy of management in a sense 
is a separate subject and perhaps comes 
at a later stage. It seems to me that this 
is an exact contrary to the way in which 
you are educated at school. There you 
have general education at the beginning 
and specialist education afterwards. Here 
you are suggesting the opposite. I think 
that you are right, but is that a correct 
analysis? 
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SiR HuGH Beaver: I was not trying to 
argue by analogy. The training of a 
person in business to become a manager 
in due course is merely a continuation of 
his education which started at 11-plus or 
whatever the proper age is or will be. It 
js not a separate operation. It is true 
that he gets a general education at school 
and then begins to specialise to some 
extent, but there is no education in the 
curriculum of any school which leads to 
complete specialisation. Then he goes to 
the university and, assuming that he does 
not change his mind and move to another 
line, he there follows a fair degree of 
specialisation. Then he goes into busi- 
ness. Now he is launched into one boat 
and has to travel in that boat; the 
questioner suggests that he should be 
given a general training followed by 
specialisation whereas I think the reverse. 

For the ordinary person who enters the 
business among a great many others and 
hopes eventually to be the general man- 
ager, how is he to show himself of par- 
ticular merit unless he shows himself to 
be particularly good at something where 
responsibility is thrown on him? I have 
always believed that if one is an 
expert, better at doing any one thing in 
the world than the other man, one will 
mark oneself out. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I live and work in a 
robust part of Lancashire, to some extent 
a backward part—and I say that with 
respect to my native county. Bearing 
that in mind and accepting the limitations 
of our educational system, would you 
not agree that it would be a tragedy if 
those people without proper formal 
education were obstructed—not denied 
but obstructed—in finding their way up to 
the top? 



































Techniques of the Job 


Sik HuGH BEAVER: You talk of intui- 
tion and genius for management. How 
do you recognise that? We all have 
intuition and are geniuses of manage- 
ment; there is no question about that! I 
do not see how a person will be able to 
deal with the problem of the next 20 or 
30 years as a manager unless he is very 
fairly equipped with the techniques of 
that job. I just do not think it is pos- 
sible. Intuition and genius can carry you 
through if you are in certain circum- 
stances, but it cannot carry you through 
if you have to deal with problems, 
materials, techniques and weapons which 
you do not understand. 

Mr. Fipp: I gained an impression that 
Sir Hugh drew the line between leader- 
ship and management, but I should have 
thought that leadership was an essential 
prerequisite of management. Most of us 
here must have encountered at some time 
or other the type of management which 
tells you to get your hair cut. From what 
Ihave understood of these lectures, that is 
not the right way to manage anybody. 
Would Sir Hugh like to elaborate on the 
distinction which he has drawn? 

SiR HuGH BEAVER: You have had the 
advantage of listening to these lectures 
and I have not. I maintain that what you 
are talking about is management and not 
leadership. I do not know that I can say 
More than that. There are ways of 
Managing people which will cause irrita-

tion and other ways which will cause 
loyalty. But this is management, not 
leadership. 

Mr. Forp: Should industry draw its 
managers from people trained in that 
industry? Would you come down heavily 
in favour of an industry drawing its 
managers from, in our case, the builders, 
or should it bring them in from outside? 

Sir HuGH BEAVER: I do not think there 
is the slightest doubt that the whole set-up 
of an industry must be wrong unless it is 
training the managers to look after the 
business in steps. If it has to go outside 
to find its managers, then presumably it 
finds them either from people whom 
others have failed to turn into managers 
or from people whom others have trained, 
to which training the industry in question 
has not contributed. 

Mr. Wo F: If management is such a 
matter of applied statistics, could it not 
be taught as a profession in its own right 
with no more technical knowledge than 
an accountant has in the industry in 
which he is working? 

Sirk HuGH BEAVER: I quoted statistics 
as one of the many weapons which the 
manager had. If, instead, you ask: If 
management is largely the use of a whole 
lot of weapons, should it not be taught 
that way?—then that is what I have been 
trying to say. I think it should. 

Mr. Wicks: Could you help me about 
the numerous smaller concerns who can- 
not go into management on an elaborate 
scale and who have to employ people at a 
relatively low salary for the responsibility 
which a very good manager should be 
able to undertake. I am thinking of about 
£1,250 a year. Asa rule one gets the type 
of man one can afford. Can such people 
be good managers at that salary? A man 
in that position has to do many other 





jobs, too. His time and capacity are 
limited. His enthusiasm is limited; his 
income limits his enthusiasm. 

Sik HuGH BEAVER: I do not know 
whether you are putting this in the right 
perspective. That is why I referred to the 
philosophy of management. Why do 
people work? Why do managers manage? 
It is not only a question of salary. Income 
is inevitably one of the facts of life which 
one cannot easily ignore, but I am sure 
that it is not only money which makes a 
person work or makes him do his best. 
The person to whom you are referring in 
a comparatively small firm, with a large 
number of duties thrown on him, has, I 
suspect a great deal of reward in being 
in a position where the can secure that 
things are done and can see his own 
efforts having results in front of his eyes. 

Mr. LESLIE: Is it possible for a good 
manager, if he is individualistic, to be a 
leader and vice versa? Have I misunder- 
stood? Is leadership an essential quality 
of management? 

Sir HuGH BEAver: This is not the time 
to debate whether a leader must be an 
individual who walks a path of his own 
and whether a manager is only a person 
who has been taught a number of tricks. 
Certainly they are not mutually exclusive. 
One can think of a number of leaders 
who are good managers. 

Mr. BEARD: If we are to teach manage- 
ment positively as a science, it presup- 
poses an accumulated fund of know-how, 
some general principles such as we find 
in engineering. Does Sir Hugh have any 
proposal for setting up the fund of know- 
how? 

SiR HuGH BEAVER: To a large extent it 
is there. The question is to recognise it 
and research into it and draw out the 
lessons to be learned from the know-how. 
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Accident Prevention on Municipal Works 
A PAPER AT THE LONDON SAFETY CENTRE 


A PAPER on ‘ Accident Prevention on 
Municipal Building Works’ was 
given by Mr. C. A. KENSETT, MIMunBM 
(Building Manager, Walthamstow 
Borough Council) at.a meeting of the 
London Building and Engineering Con- 
tractors Accident Prevention Group, 
held recently at the Safety Centre, 
Horseferry-road, SW1. Following are 
extracts from Mr. Kensett’s paper: 

I have been associated with the Statu- 
tory Instrument No. 1145/48 since early 
in June, 1948, when a certain Factory 
Acts Inspector officially criticised some 
scaffolding for which I was responsible 
in the terms of the Regulation which 
did not become operative until October 
1 of that year. I consider I am a very 
law-abiding citizen, I try to carry the 
law into effect to the letter, I considered 
the 1948 Regulations long overdue, but 
took exception to being officially criti- 
cised for something which was not. yet 
capable of legal enforcement. 

The incident had its value, however, 
because had it not happened I might 
have drifted along with the tide of other 
contractors, many of whom even to-day 
are unaware of the details of these 
Regulations. As it was, I immediately 
procured a copy of the first impression, 
which I still have in my file, and studied 
it in detail. 


A Fatality 


In common with private enterprise 
contractors, and notwithstanding Section 
98 of the Regulations, the general fore- 
man was still being designated safety 
officer. In 1950 an operative saw fit to 
fall from a scaffold on one of the only 
two days’ sick leave I have been forced 
to take during the last 15 years or so. 

It was a fatality, and the borough 
engineer was in a flap on my return to 
the office. Notwithstanding that the 
general foremen were designated he had 
seen fit to designate superintendents, 
deputies, and Uncle Tom Cobley and all, 
to make sure we were covered. When I 
had relieved his apoplexy and could 
review the position, I resolved that if 
ever I assumed Chief Officer status I 
would recommend the appointment of 
a Safety Officer in strict accordance with 
Section 98 of the Regulations. I shortly 
afterwards moved to my present 
authority as a Chief Officer, covered the 
position in a reorganisation report and 
we became the first local authority to 
have a designated Safety and Welfare 
Officer. 

When reviewing the duties associated 
with the appointment I formed the 
opinion that safety alone would not fully 
occupy an oOfficer’s time. I, therefore, 
gave him supervisory authority and he 
is responsible for the supervision of the 
scaffolders and carries out the erection 
of scaffolding for the whole of the 
organisation. He is also responsible for 
the inspection and certification of all 
plant and gear, and although it is not 
statutory to designate a Welfare Officer, 
I depute him to also deal with matters 


of welfare and act as Apprentice Master. 

Local Government is conducted 
through a system of committees. So far 
as the direct labour building organisa- 
tions of Local Authorities is concerned, 
it can be a separately constituted depart- 
ment whose chief officer is directly 
responsible, as in my own authority, or 
it can be a subordinate unit of another 
department, usually the engineer’s depart- 
ment, but may be the architect’s depart- 
ment or, even in one instance, the town 
clerk’s department. It is difficult to dis- 
criminate, but generally we of the Insti- 
tute feel that a really efficient organisation 
must be separately constituted. 

Where a direct labour department 
exists subordinate to another department, 
it is usually responsible to a_sub- 
committee of a larger committee. Where 
a direct labour organisation exists, with 
direct responsibility to its own commit- 
tee, the chief officer can bring direct to 
that committee his report and require- 
ments. He as a rule controls his own 
costing, wages, up to preparation and 
certification of pay sheet, administration, 
technical assistance, stores control, main- 
tenance fixing; and is a self-contained 
unit precisely similar to a firm in private 
enterprise and is as comparable. 

A question I am asked is: where does 
authority derive from and does the com- 
mittee system help or hinder the build- 
ing manager? Technically, of course. 
authority is vested in a committee of 
diverse men of many professions and 
trades far remote from building. It is 
the officer who ensures continuity of 
thought and advice, and if a committee 
realise their limitations they accept the 
officer’s advice and guidance. 

Is it comparable with private enter- 
prise? I think yes. The officer can be 
likened to the managing director (except 
that he does not draw managing directors’ 
fees or anything like it) and the commit- 
tee to the board of directors, who tend 
these days to be drawn from all walks of 
life, as are our committees. 


Added Responsibility 


In regard to safety, of course, it is 
incumbent upon the officer to observe all 
statutory requirements in that respect to 
an even greater extent than in private 
enterprise. An accident occurring within 
a council undertaking due to negligence 
would receive far more adverse criticism 
and publicity than a similar occurrence 
in private enterprise. 

I would also mention the degree of 
consultative machinery which exists in a 
local authority which has the effect of 
bringing to the notice of the manage- 
ment more of the smaller items of safety 
and welfare which seem to get lost on 
private enterprise sites. I would not go 
so far as’ to say a local authority 
encourages, through joint consultation, an 
extension of improved conditions beyond 
those obtained by joint negotiation, but 
I would say that in a local authority 
these conditions are well up to the 
standard. 
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INQUIRY BUREAU 
Smoky Chimney 


Q.—May I have your advice on a smoky 
chimney? This chimney only smokes 
when I have no fire but my neighbour has 
one; we share the same stack so obviously 
it is his smoke which I am getting. The 
smoking only occurs intermittently and 
lasts perhaps five minutes, after which pre- 
sumably some of it settles and the rest goes 
back up the chimney. 

I find that when I open the door the 
smoking stops immediately; in fact I can 
prevent it by keeping the window open, but 
this is not an ideal remedy as I am ouf 
most of the day. When I have a fire my- 
self I have no trouble whatever. 

One other point: there is a fireplace in 
the bedroom, going into the same stack. | 
never have a fire in that room, yet I have 
never seen any smoke there, though I admit 
that the window is usually open. 

My builder advised that the mortar of 
the mid-feather was perished; I had this 
repaired throughout its length but the smok- 
ing was no better. He then said that in cer- 
tain weather conditions the smoke from my 
neighbour’s chimney pot was being drawn 
down my chimney; on his advice I had a 
cowl fitted (the third I have tried) but again 
there was no improvement. 

I then suggested a ventilator of the louvre 
type but the builder said it would not cure 
the trouble (something about air currents, 
but I could not understand this). I am now 
wondering if a vent in the chimney stack 
below the pot and pointing downward 
would do the trick. Or possibly an air 
passage at floor level via an airbrick. An 
under-floor draught would be difficult as | 
have solid floors.

A.—Smoky chimneys have been the subject 
of many articles and have received con: 
siderable attention by the Building Research 
Station and the Coal Utilisation Council. 
The majority of the cases that have been 
studied have been concerned with nuisance 
from smoke from its source and not thai 
of a fire in an adjacent building. 

Whether the smoke enters the stack from 
the top or through faulty joints in the brick: 
work between the two stacks appears to b 
of little importance. The trouble is thaj 
there is insufficient air current up th 
chimney to keep it out of the room 
Proximity of buildings or trees to the stact 
and under certain winds could quite easil) 
set up air currents that might cause thi 
smoke to be forced down the chimney ané 
so into the room. 


It would seem that your corresponden 
has found that by opening a window or th 
door there is sufficient air let into the room 
that has a greater force than any outsid 
current facing downwards. This being 9 
we only have to substitute for the door « 
window by providing a permanent entry 0 
air by means of a ventilator set into thf 
external wall of the room. If it can & 
arranged to insert a 9 in. x 9 in. louvre 
ventilator near to the window then I see m 
reason why your correspondent should n4 
be free of any further trouble. I do n0 
think that an air brick in the stack itse 
would be of any help.

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OWNERSHIP OF RENTED 
HOUSES 
Housing Centre Trust Meeting 


ME. J. E. MacCOLL, Labour MP for 
“Widnes and author of the Fabian 
Society booklet entitled ‘Plan for Rented 
Houses,’ expounded his theory on this sub- 
ject at a meeting held by the Housing Centre 
Trust at 13, Suffolk-street, SW1, on March 
25. He claimed that the private ownership 
of rented houses had broken down. 


There were, he said, three ways of dealing 
with the problem. One was the official 
Labour Party policy as set out in ‘Homes 
of the Future’; second, the policy a Socialist 
Cabinet might have to adopt when faced 
with certain political and economic condi- 
tions; and the third was his own plan as 
expounded in his booklet. 


If you believed that the provision of 
housing was meeting a social need which was 
essential to family life you had to treat it as 
a service and not merely as an investment. 
Therefore the State must interfere and see 
that people were adequately housed, he 
added. 

A housing policy, to be workable, must 
be comprehensive and must cover all types 
of houses. and tenants. Local authorities 
should be enabled to take over property on 
a thoroughly broad scale, old property as 
well as new, otherwise problems of mixed 
management would be created. 

When the official Labour Party policy on 
this subject was formulated the Rent Bill 
had not been passed, therefore the policy did 
not deal with property which was _ rent- 
controlled on January 1, 1956. His view was 
that the best yardstick for deciding which 
property was to be taken over was the rate- 
able value, so that all property below a 
certain level would be subject to take-over, 
with the exception of owner-occupied 
property. 

Improvements to older property probably 
constituted the biggest single factor in this 
question. _Many local authorities were 
reluctant to improve old houses. Mr. 
MacColl thought a realistic judgment of the 
position would have to be made in each 
case. 

He did not think that improvements 
created a great problem from the financial 
point of view, because present legislation 
provided for a grant of 75 per cent. for 
approved schemes of improvement. He 
thought that was workable, but repairs were 
a different problem, because in that case 
one was dealing with arrears. Where 
repairs had reached such a proportion that 
the cost could not be carried on the rent, 
the Government should make an outright 
grant rather than annual subsidies, because 
there was a vested interest in subsidies. 


Compensation 

With regard to compensation, he thought 
this should be made a charge on the 
property, i.e., work out what was the rental 
value of the property, having taken into 
account what was required to do in the form 
of repairs, and thrash out what the landlord 
was entitled to in compensation. He did 
not think that would lead to a situation any 
more inflationary than the present one. 

What was worrying him was the shortage 
of skilled people able to do the surveying 
and management jobs which would be neces- 


sary when houses were taken over. It would 
be a great load on the building industry, 
particularly in competition with the demand 
for building for other purposes, such as 
schools, factories and so on. But the scheme 
might be operating under slump conditions, 
when the problem would be altogether 
different. 

He did not think that on the whole local 
authorities would raise rents for sitting 
tenants unless improvements had been done. 
He did not think tenants would mind paying 
increased rents if they could see that some- 
thing had been done or was being done for 
their money. 


He suggested a standardised system of 
rents for all rented houses—not the same 
rent for all. 

As to who was to be responsible for the 
houses, Mr. MacColl did not favour a new 
central housing organisation, but thought 
that the local authorities, particularly the 
larger ones, already had sufficient experience 
of house ownership and control to do the job 
adequately. He would not be against the 
use of some housing associations, particu- 
larly the Co-operative ones, in doing some 
of this work. 

Mr. MacColl, however, did suggest that 
regional authorities might be set up to deal 
with some aspects of the matter which need 
not be referred to Whitehall. They might 
provide some of the common services which 
were Scarce at the moment, such as quantity 
surveyors and people who could advise the 
local authorities on design and maintenance 
of housing. They might also provide some 
kind of direct labour force for areas where 
it was desirable to test the honesty of local 
tendering for building work. 


TOWN PLANNING 
DECISION 


Lord Onslow’s Estate Appeal 
Dismissed 


HE Earl of Onslow’s appeal against 
Guildford Rural District Council’s 
decision not to grant him permission for the 
development of 54 acres of land north of 
the railway and west of the main road at 
West Clandon has been dismissed by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. 

Announcing his decision, the Minister 
says that he is unable to accept that the 
proposed development constitutes ‘ in- 
filling.’ nor does he consider it would be 
a natural or desirable extension of the 
estate to the north. He fully supports the 
Council’s policy of checking the spread of 
houses in the Metropolitan Green Belt. He 
also notes that the appeal site is a well- 
shaped area of agricultural land which it 
should be possible to keep in farming use. 

For Lord Onslow it was contended at the 
inquiry that he had found it increasingly 
difficult to maintain Clandon Park and had 
been selling outlying portions. While the 
site was good agricultural land, it would not 
affect the economy of the farm. Most 


recent development had been to the north 
of the railway, and this was ‘ in-filling.’ 

The Council, giving their reasons for 
their decision, said that the site was in the 
Green Belt and it was contrary to rural 
policy to allow buildings unconnected with 
the working of the land.

NEW DOMESTIC BALL VALVE 

BRS Design Available to Industry 

A NEW BALL VALVE, designed and 
developed at Garston by the Building Re- 
search Station, DSIR, is now available to 
industry for manufacture. It has completed 
full-scale trials satisfactorily and is being 
shown at the Royal Society of Health Ex- 
hibition, which closes today (May 2) at 
Eastbourne. 

The patent rights covering this ball valve 
are being transferred from DSIR to the 
National Research Development Corpora- 
tion, through whom manufacturing rights 
under licence can be offered to industry. 

The main features of the Garston design 
are that it eliminates damage by cavitation 
corrosion of the moving parts and reduces 
noise. Its design includes a smooth, flared 
nylon nozzle and a resilient diaphragm 
which stops the flow of water when pressed 
against the nozzle by a plunger. The dia- 
phragm, which is made of rubber, has the 
advantage of keeping the moving parts dry 
and free from encrustation and corrosion. 
The rubber itself has a long life expectation 
as the wet, cold and dark conditions are 
ideal. 

Movement of the plunger is controlled by 
the usual float on a hinged arm which, at 
its free end, is bent down at a right angle. 
The float can be clamped to this part of 
the arm at any height depending on the 
water level required in the cistern. The 
valve is simple, robust, and likely to be as 
cheap as existing types.

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CERTIFICATED HOUSES 
Call for Greater Support for 
Registration Council’s Scheme 


NLY 15 per cent. of houses built by 
private enterprise carry a certificate issued 
by the National Housebuilders Registration 
Council. This figure was revealed by Mr, 
D. G. Howarp, president of the Federation 
of Registered Housebuilders at a meeting in 
London, on April 25, of the Council of the 
Southern Counties Federation of Building 
Trades Employers. He was calling for greater 
support by housebuilders in the Federation, 
The work of the Federation was to help 
members cope with the-many problems wiich 
beset them, and to improve standards of 
design and building. Referring to relations 
with the building societies, he said that before 
the war they financed 250,000 private houses 
a year but at that time the average advance 
was £500. Today they advanced about 
£175m. yearly, but only half was spent on 
new houses. Building societies must extend 
more loans if there was to be an expanding 
building programme. 

Mr. C. D. CALVERLEY, chairman of the 
National Housebuilders Registration Coun- 
cil, claimed that all housing requirements 
could be dealt with by the industry itself. 
This was done in the USA and people there 
were housed very comfortably. But they 


must show that they were not proposing to 


fill the country with jerry-built houses. A 
standard must be set and an independent 
inspection accepted. 

Although they were doing some useful 
work with the existing small support, their 
position could be much stronger. With a 
greatly increased membership they could 
argue a strong case before the Government. 
The building societies would listen more 
favourably to any suggestions they made, 
and the resultant publicity would constitute 
a good selling feature of a house. 

This aspect was becoming increasingly 
useful as the sellers market which had 
obtained for some years changed over. There 
were many builders who felt that they could 
manage well enough without that, and per- 
haps they could. But if standards were to 
improve an enlightened private enterprise 
must overcome criticism by exercising self- 
discipline in the form of inspection, and no 
builder could be exempt if the scheme was to 
succeed.

AUSTRALIA.—Canada and Tasmania 
will supply aluminium for Australia’s first 
aluminium foil mill to be built at Granville, 
Sydney. The mill will be set up jointly by 
Aluminium, Ltd., of Montreal, Canada, and 
the British Aluminium Co., Ltd.,.of London. 
It will be operated by an Australian com- 
pany with authorised share capital of £A2m. 

BORNEO. —Brunei State Council has 
scrapped plans made at the end of 1955 for 
the building of a 150-bed hospital half-way 
between Kuala Belait and Seria. Instead, it 
has decided to build a modern hospital with 
staff quarters in the Brunei town district of 
the state, at a cost of about £1,500,000. 


\{ALAYA.—A women’s residential college 
is to be built at Pantai Valley, Kuala 
Lumpur, for the University of Malaya. The 
architects are Palmer and Turner, of Kuala 
Lumpur. . . . Malay’s only cement works, 
operated by Malayan Cement, Ltd., at 
Rawang, plans to double its current output. 
The new plant will include a second kiln, 
twe grinding mills, extension of existing 
buildings, and ancillary equipment. Mr. J. 
Drysdale, the company’s chairman, says in 
his report to shareholders that expansion 
will cost about (Malayan) $7,250,009. .. . 
Chung Yoke Onn, of Kuala Lumpur, is the 
architect for the ‘building of a match factory 
at Petaling Jaya, for the Sincere Match and 
Tobacco Factory, Ltd. 

SARAWAK.—Private housing develop- 
ment in Kuching, Sarawak, increased over 
the previous year, says the annual report 
for 1957 of the Kuching Municipal Council. 
Plans were approved for’ the development 
of an estate of 163 houses. In addition, a 
bazaar layout, consisting of 160 shophouses 
and business premises, including a cinema 
and swimming pool sites, was approved for 
development at Padungan. .. . The Sarawak 
Government in Borneo plans to offer tax- 
free concessions to investors to attract 
capital. In a five-year development period, 
the government will give every assistance to 
pioneer industrialists to obtain land for 
building. Other help offered to investors 
includes the importation free of customs 
duty of all building materials, tools, plant, 
machinery, pipes, pumps, belts or other 
materials necessary for the construction, 
alteration or extension of a factory. 


SINGAPORE.—Tenders have been called 
by the Director of Public Works for the 
construction of police quarters in four seven- 
storey blocks at the junction of Neil and 
Cantonment roads, Duxton Plain. . . . The 
Singapore Government plans to build a new 
£5.300,000 general hospital with 1,000 beds. 
This is in addition to the proposed 10 dis- 
trict hospitals, 10 outpatient clinics and 100 
maternity and child welfare centres... . 
Mr. Wong Foo Nam, of Singapore, is the 
architect for a two-storey school building 
consisting of 16 classrooms, assembly hall, 
etc., for Hua Klau School in Pasir Panjang- 
toad. Tenders have been invited. . . . The 
Singapore Improvement Trust has invited 
tenders for the erection of 13 blocks of two- 
storey terrace houses at St. Michael’s- 
road, .. . A £120,000 scheme to build new 
Toads and develop existing ones in rural 
areas is being planned by the Singapore 
Rural Board. 


Overseas Executives’ Study Tour 


On May 15 a group of six personnel execu- 
tives from abroad—two Nigerians, two 
Iraqis, a Briton from Iraq and a Briton from 
British Guiana—will be visiting the offices 
of Richard Costain, Ltd., 111, Westminster 
Bridge-road, SE1, as part of a study tour of 
British industry organised by the Industrial 
Welfare Society. The eight-week tour is one 
of a series of ‘group tutorials’ developed 
by the Society to foster the exchange of ex- 
perience between executives from different 
countries by giving them an insight into 
personnel, welfare and training schemes 
operating in the more progressive industrial 
organisations in Britain. 


Canadian Construction Boom 


The prospect of a big house building pro- 
gramme in Canada this season is one of the 
brightest signs on the Canadian economic 
horizon. It is expected there will be 
140,000 housing starts in Canada this year. 


At an average valuation of $10,000, that 
means an expenditure of $1.4 billion, but the 
actual figure may be 10 per cent. to 20 per 
cent. higher.

ANOTHER SUCCESSFUL YEAR 


Mr. C. W. PARKES ON THE OUTLOOK 


The ordinary annual general meeting of Josiah Parkes & Sons Lid. 
was held on April 28 at Willenhall, Staffs; Mr. Cyril W. Parkes, J.P. 
(Chairman and Joint Managing Director), presiding. 

The following is an extract from his circulated statement: 

During 1957 your company has again had a successful year, although 
trading profit was slightly lower than in 1956. Group turnover shewed 
a small increase, but costs continued to rise, whilst the general level 
of selling prices was held steady. There were falls in non-ferrous materials 
but these were offset by rises in iron and steel prices, wages and other 
costs, causing a slight contraction in profit margins. 

Parent Company: The factories at Willenhall were fully occupied 
throughout the year, including a large amount of overtime working. 
The home trade, associated with building activity, recorded a satisfactory 
increase, but exports were slightly lower due to political and exchange 
difficulties in a number of markets. Demands from the motor trade 
continued at a high level. Whilst the order book shortened during the 
ne. it was in a very healthy state at the end of the year. 

Edwin Showell and Sons Ltd.: This subsidiary manufactures brass- 
foundry and was affected considerably by the fall in non-ferrous metal 
prices. Sales were at a lower level and a trading loss was incurred on the 
year. Considerable reorganisation is in progress which, when completed, 
should lead to increased efficiency. A new Catalogue has been prepared 
and is just ready for issue. We are hoping this year to see some results 
from our efforts in the form of a positive contribution to group earnings. 


South Africa 

The factory in South Africa was extremely busy throughout the year. 
Record output was achieved and despite the factory extensions there was 
considerable pressure on facilities, and further extensions are now under 
consideration. As in the U.K. however, costs continue to rise, and profit 
margins were lower, although profits were maintained. 

Plant and Buildings: The expenditure on buildings of £19,281 includes 
the final payments on the extensions in South Africa, the cost of a small 
extension at the Portobello factory at Willenhall, and certain site prepara- 
tion costs for further extensions to the Portobello factory which we are 
now contemplating. The £57,473 spent on plant covers certain major 
developments in South Africa, but in the U.K. reflects our incessant 
search for improved methods and increased efficiency. As is our normal 
practice, all plant and buildings have been maintained at the highest 
standard of operational efficiency. 


Accounts 
Although trading profit was slightly lower, the incidence of tax was 
less, and net profit after tax shews a slight increase over 1956. This 
situation is the result of group treatment for tax purposes of the U.K. 
companies, which was not possible the previous year. The Consolidated 
Balance Sheet shews an increase in capital employed of £90,938 in the 
year, of which £36,564 was in fixed assets and £54,374 in net current 
assets. The total net worth as per the consolidated statement now stands 
at £1,178,953. Stocks and debtors increased, as did creditors, all reflecting 
the higher level of activity. 
vidend and Reserves: Your directors are recommending a final 
dividend of 74 % less tax, as forecast in my letter to you of 20th September 
1957 in connection with the capital issue, which is equivalent to 104% 
on the capital prior to the last increase. Since an interim dividend of 
5% was paid on 10th October 1957, the effective distribution for the year 
will be 154% compared with 15% for 1956. 


Products 

Being alive to the necessity of keeping abreast of modern tastes and 
styles, we devote much time and thought to the extension of our range of 
products and the improvement of existing patterns. This is a continuing 
process and during the past year various new and improved lines we have 
introduced have met with a gratifying response. We have particularly 
concentrated on designs that we feel will conform with current architec 
tural trends. 


Prospects for 1958 

Every year the problem of forecasting becomes more difficult. At home 
the credit restrictions and the fall in building activity are likely to affect 
us, but against this the motor trade is still optimistic about its future. 
Abroad there are political and economic difficulties in many markets that 
handicap trade. The government could well direct more of their energies 
towards securing withdrawal of some of these restrictions on international 
trade. At the moment there are limitations of one sort or another on our 
trade with all the self governing Dominions except Canada, as well a 
with most foreign countries with only a few exceptions. We have the 
right products at the right prices and yet are so often frustrated in our 
sales efforts by these trade barriers. What makes the situation even worse 
is that most overseas competitors, including those in the Commonwealth, 
have unrestricted entry for their products into our home market. 

The year 1958: has got off to a good start however, and I know that 
everyone in the organisation will strive their utmost to obtain all! the 
available business and to give our customers satisfaction in quality and 
service. I think, though, that trading conditions will be.more difficult. 
Costs, especially wages, have continued to rise, and apart from a possible 
fall in output profit margins are likely to narrow still further. It wil! nol 
be surprising, therefore, if profits in 1958 are at a lower level.
